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Lungren Apologizes 
For 'Nasty Habits' 


Vicious court brief comments cost deputy A.G. his job

California Attorney General 
Dan Lungren apologized to U.S. 
District Court Judge Saundra 
Brown Armstrong on Thursday, 
August 3 and removed a deputy 
state attorney general from a gays- 
in-the-military-case after an earli¬ 
er Bay Area Reporter news story 
about his office’s handling of the 
case sparked outrage among les¬ 
bian and gay and civil rights attor¬ 
neys. 

Lungren removed Deputy Attorney 
General Andrew Loomis as the state 


attorney defending the Army National 
Guard, a month after the BA.R. report¬ 
ed on Loomis’s controversial com¬ 
ments in the federal lawsuit filed by 
former California Army National 
Guard Lieutenant Andrew Holmes. 
Holmes was discharged from the ser¬ 
vice in 1993, after he informed his 
commanding officer that he was gay in 
violation of military “Don’t ask. Don’t 
tell” laws. 

Loomis argued in written motions 
seeking dismissal of the case that Holmes 
had no right to sue over his discharge - 
and said the lieutenant was merely upset 
that “the Constitutional does not recog-

It’s Official: Gays 
Can Have Security

The removal of sexual orienta¬ 
tion as the sole grounds for deny¬ 
ing governmental security clear¬ 
ances was one of several provi¬ 
sions contained within an execu¬ 
tive order signed by President Bill 
Clinton Friday, August 4. 

The 13-page “Access to 
Classified Information” grew out 
of a review of the case of former 
CIA employee Aldrich Ames, who 
was convicted of spying for the 
Soviet Union, and for the first 
time establishes uniform govern¬ 
ment-wide standards in granting 
security clearances. 

The order also eases concerns 
about those who have sought 
mental health counseling. Another 
provision gives security agencies 


greater access to the financial 
records of its employees, a mea¬ 
sure that concerns some civil lib¬ 
ertarians. 

The President’s move comple¬ 
ments parallel efforts in employ¬ 
ment matters. Over the last two 
years individual departments and 
agencies of the federal govern¬ 
ment have added sexual orienta¬ 
tion to their non-discrimination 
clauses for employment. 

It is “an important step toward 
ending governmentally sanc¬ 
tioned job discrimination against 
gay and lesbian people,” said 
Elizabeth Birch, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Human Rights 
Campaign Fund (HRCF). 

Bill Weaver, president of High 
Tech Gays, a professional associa-

Coit Interruptus: 

Another East Bay 
Housing Scandal

Referrals to a government-sub¬ 
sidized East Bay apartment com¬ 
plex that houses an undisclosed 
number of people living with 
HIV/AIDS have been stopped 
because of persistent client com¬ 
plaints, the B.A.R. has learned. 

Owners of the 105-unit Coit 
Apartment building near down¬ 
town Oakland were put on notice, 
partly as a result of a July 11, 
1995 letter from a state 
HIV/AIDS advocate complaining 
that long-standing problems have 
not been addressed. Excell 
McGinnis, Chair of the 
HIV/AIDS Diagnosis California 
Network on Mental Health Clients 
on Minority Issues with the State 
of California, told the B.A.R. he is 
pleased that the flow of clients 


into the building he terms a 
“deathtrap” has stopped. 

But, said McGinnis, after two 
years of hounding county and city 
officials to improve living condi¬ 
tions at the site, which houses 
many seniors, substance abusers, 
and those with HIV, he has little 
faith repairs will come through. 

In January 1994, McGinnis 
recorded videotaped comments by 
Coit residents who complained of 
rampant drug use and dealing, 
lack of heat, and a month or more 
wait for bedding materials and 
cooking facilities supposedly 
guaranteed under the Shelter Plus 
Care program. During a visit by 
the B.A.R. this week, many of 
these same problems were still 
obvious.

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Lesbian-on-Lesbian Murder Alleged in Mill Valley

A retired art teacher accused of murder¬ 
ing another woman whom she considered a 
romantic rival waived her right to a jury trial 
and pleaded not guilty at her arraignment in 
Marin on Tuesday, August 8. 

Phyllis Yvonne Robbins, a 67-year-old 
with graying light brown hair, sat calmly in 
Courtroom 19 of Marin Superior Court as 
she entered her plea in front of Judge 
William H. Stevens. If convicted of murder¬ 
ing 71-year-old Barbara “Bobby” Wilson on 
June 5, Robbins will most likely spend the 
rest of her life behind bars, facing an esti¬ 
mated 31 years to life in prison. 

Prosecutors say that Robbins, who had 
been living in a Napa mobile home with 
retired nurse Maurine Zwemke, 69, for 
about a year until the arrest, killed Wilson in 
a fit of jealousy over Zwemke. 


Zwemke testified in a preliminary hear¬ 
ing that she had met Robbins at a camp¬ 
ground in October 1993 and that they 
became romantically involved together. 
Robbins moved in with her the following 
June. 

Wilson, a retired government worker and 
volunteer ranger in Muir Woods, had lived 
with Zwemke for 15 years in Mill Valley, on 
the slopes of Mount Tamalpais, until their 
breakup two years ago. Zwemke said she 
and Wilson were considering renewing their 
Relationship and planned on taking a 
September cruise together. She also said she 
had asked Robbins to move out of the Napa 
mobile home and that her relationship with 
Robbins had “waned as far as I was con¬ 
cerned, [although] it didn’t as far as she was 
concerned.” 

She characterized Robbins as “quite 
volatile, quite angry” about the ending of 


the relationship. 

Robbins was arrested four days after 
Wilson’s badly beaten body was found in 
her own kitchen by paramedics responding 
to a 911 call from a woman who claimed to 
be having a heart attack. Detectives traced 
that 911 call to a call made at a Tam 
Junction pay phone, just outside Mill Valley, 
at 9 a.m. There was no sign of forced entry 
into Wilson’s home, burglary, or sexual 
assault. 

A party before the killing 

Zwemke and Robbins had attended a 
dinner party for about ten guests at Wilson’s 
home the evening before her body was 
found. Zwemke testified that she drove 
home with Robbins after dinner and that 
Robbins was still at home in the morning 
when Zwemke left to play golf in Fairfield. 
Police say Robbins drove to Mill Valley and

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Levy Runs the Asylum 
(Project) for IGLHRC

The San Francisco-based International Gay and 
Lesbian Human Rights Commission has hired 
Sydney Levy as the coordinator of its Asylum Project, 
which helps hundreds of lesbians and gays around the 
world seeking asylum from sexual orientation perse¬ 
cution. 

Levy, 31, has served as the project’s volunteer co¬ 
coordinator for the last two years and will leave his 
position with the Immigrant HIV Assistance Project 
of the San Francisco Bar Association to assume the 
post on Friday, September 1. 

Levy was hired with two grants awarded to 
IGLHRC by the San Francisco Foundation and the 
New York-based Paul Rapoport Foundation. 

“The equal protection of gays and lesbians under 
international asylum law is critical to the advance¬ 
ment of human rights for sexual minorities throughout 
the world,” Levy said. “This position represents a 
great opportunity for me to help end discriminatory 
policies and practices against gays, lesbians and peo¬ 
ple with HIV.” 

The Venezuela-born Levy holds BA and MA 
degrees from Hebrew University, and a Master’s in 
Business Administration from Rennselaer Polytechnic 
Institute. 

“The main thrust of the work is to provide human 
rights documentation to asylum seekers worldwide,” 
Levy told the Bay Area Reporter. “Half of our cases 
are not seeking asylum in the United States.” 

According to Levy, under international asylum 
law, there are five recognized categories for persecu¬ 
tion - race, religion, national origin, particular social 
group, and political opinion. 

In the United States last year. Attorney General 
Janet Reno established a precedent by ordering a 1990 
decision published as a guideline, establishing that 
sexual orientation persecution was grounds for peti¬ 
tion for particular social group asylum. 

Other countries such as Canada, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Australia, the United Kingdom, Finland, 
and Germany also have a similar interpretation of the 
law. 

“It’s neither a change in international law nor a 
special treatment or favor,” Levy said. 

According to IGLHRC executive director Julie 
Dorf, the agency’s caseload of people seeking asylum 


assistance has grown from 20 to an estimated 400 
since 1993. 


So much with so little 

Much of the interest of the San Francisco 



Foundation, which awarded the Project a $20,000 
one-year grant, 
stems from the fact 
that the group had 
accomplished so 
much with no fund¬ 
ing and no paid staff. 

“The San Francis¬ 
co Foundation sup¬ 
ports equal protec¬ 
tions under U.S. law 
for all immigrants 
and refugees. We 
were impressed that 
the Asylum Project 
has accomplished so 
much with an all¬ 
volunteer staff and 
we are pleased to 
invest in the devel¬ 
opment of commu¬ 
nity-based services 
here in * San 
Francisco to ensure 
that gays, lesbians, and people with HIV who lodge 
claims of political asylum are treated fairly under 
U.S. law,” said SFF program executive Herb 
Castillo. 

A spokesperson for the Rapoport Foundation, 
which primarily funds New York-based groups serv¬ 
ing New Yorkers, said it had decided to award the 
group a $10,000 one-year grant because it was “a 
great resource for the human rights community, both 
in New York and nationally. ” 

IGLHRC will also publish a resource directory for 
attorneys representing clients who claim political asy¬ 
lum because of persecution based on sexual orienta¬ 
tion or HIV status. ▼

Castro Halloween Party To Move 
...But Not This Year 

Sisters plan event elsewhere 
to downsize Castro crowd

Halloween has crept up so fast 
there is no time - or money - to 
move the monstrous celebration 
off Castro Street this October 31, 
concerned community leaders say. 
However, people are working to 
make the traditional event safer, to 
siphon away some of the crowd, 
and to move the street party out of 
the Castro neighborhood entirely 
- perhaps to the Embarcadero or 
Civic Center - by 1996. 

Although a scaled-down 
Castro Street Halloween celebra¬ 
tion will take place again this year, 
an effort will be made to channel a 
large part of the annual party out 
of the Castro and onto “neutral” 
turf. 

San Francisco’s Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence Inc. will put 
on a Halloween party South of 
Market this year, which organizers 
hope will pull some of the crowd 
away from the Castro. One possi¬ 
ble indoor site under negotiation 
is the Pleasuredome. 

Dahn Van Laarz, otherwise 
known as Sister Camile Leon, 
president of SPI, said the organi¬ 
zation is still in meetings with the 
Neighborhood Coalition, which 
includes Community United 

Against Violence (CUAV), 

Merchants of Upper Market 
(MUM), the Eureka Valley 


Promotional Association (EVPA, 
one of the oldest community 
groups in the nation) and the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association. The coalition met 
Monday, August 7 to analyze and 
attempt to solve concerns result¬ 
ing from last year’s runaway 
Halloween party. Last year 
300,000 to 500,000 people attend¬ 
ed the event, at which police 
arrested 55 people and seized sev¬ 
eral automatic weapons and 
machetes from revelers - and one 
man was shot. 

There will be more security at 
the Castro party this year, the 
coalition determined, plus a gen¬ 
eral “tightening up” on the use of 
alcoholic beverages, an effort to 
diminish noise, an earlier shut¬ 
down time, and, in the words of 
Barry Hermanson, president of 
Merchants of Upper Market, “The 
biggest task will be dealing with 
the after-midnight crowd.” 


Too big for the Castro 

All the coalition members are 
committed to moving Halloween 
out of the Castro, asserting that it 
has definitely outgrown the neigh¬ 
borhood, but say that will not hap¬ 
pen this year. 

The most important issue for 
Community United Against 
Violence (CUAV), said director 


Lester Olmstead-Rose, is safety in 
the Castro and the safety of the 
gay/lesbian/bi/transgender com¬ 
munity. CUAV will be working 
with Carey Craig of CW 
Productions and John Cast of J. 
Cast Productions to work with 
Castro merchants, residents, and 
police in creating a safe event. 
They will formulate strategies on 
crowd control, entrance points, 
alcoholic beverage control, and 
downsizing the party. 

Craig said that while emphasis 
will be on safety, secondary goals 
are to set aside funds to move the 
event next year, and to “keep it 
fun.” 

The 25 active SPI sisters are 
committed to using their expertise 
to assist CUAV and the events 
company in organizing safety and 
accomplishing the gradual move. 
Van Laarz told the B.A.R. “We 
tried this and we tried that. ... 
We’re all working toward a com¬ 
mon goal of moving the event and 
ending up with a united queer- 
friendly event elsewhere in the 
future.” 

The financial groundwork for 
moving the Halloween party from 
the Castro requires considerable 
time and effort, Olmstead-Rose 
told the B.A.R. He said he expects 
the Halloween celebration to be 
moved from the Castro as soon as 
next year. ▼

Galleon, Closed by IRS, 
To Reopen Today

Albert F. (Al) Jenkins, operator 
of the Galleon Supper Club, told 
the Bay Area Reporter at press 
time Wednesday that a court order 
would be signed instructing the 
U.S. Internal Revenue Service to 
allow the restaurant to reopen 
today (Thursday, August 10). 

The IRS closed the restaurant, 
located at 718 14th Street (at 
Church and Market), on Tuesday, 
August 1. IRS officials were not 
immediately available for com¬ 
ment. 

Jenkins, who is vice president 


and general manager of Sailing 
Ship Inc., said management of the 
Galleon had been trying to “sort 
out” tax problems. The corpora¬ 
tion had sought protection under 
the Bankruptcy Code, Chapter 11, 
on August 3 but this failed to stop 
the IRS action. Jenkins said he 
and the IRS disagreed on the 
amount owed in federal taxes. 

Walter R. Nelson, attorney for 
the Galleon, filed a temporary 
restraining order in the Northern 
District Federal Bankruptcy Court 
on Monday, August 7, in an effort 
to force the IRS to allow the 
restaurant to reopen. 


Jenkins has been in hot water 
on a separate front, as well, as the 
California Public Utilities 
Commission (CPUC) continues to 
issue search warrants and press its 
investigation into the Starlite 
Moving and Storage company he 
formerly owned. 

The PUC has alleged in court 
documents that Jenkins commit¬ 
ted felony embezzlement in that 
case. However, no charges have 
been filed by Robert Perez of the 
San Francisco District Attorney’s 
Consumer Fraud Unit, who is 
working with the CPUC in the 
ongoing investigation. ▼

My Place, a popular South of 
Market gay bar located at 1235 
Folsom Street, re-opens Thursday, 
August 10 after a ten-day lewd 
conduct suspension ordered by the 
state Alcohol and Beverage 
Control. 

The penalty was ordered 
because of violations last year of 
public sexual activity in the bar 
area of the establishment, accord¬ 
ing to Mike Tyrell, local ABC 
director. 

Tyrell told the Bay Area 


Reporter that any future infrac¬ 
tions by the establishment will 
include automatic reinstatement 
of a stayed portion of the suspen¬ 
sion and additional penalties. 

My Place was the subject of SF 
Health Department AIDS Office 
concern last year over a back 
alleyway connected to the premis¬ 
es that was allegedly used for sex¬ 
ual activity by patrons of the 
leather bar. 

Following complaints, the 
owner of the premises abated the 
public health nuisance; Tyrell said 
the 1994 violations that led to the 


Yeager campaign strongly 
supported by gay community

Gay Assembly candidate Ken 
Yeager has taken the lead in 
fundraising among Democrats 
seeking to represent the 23rd 
District. Yeager has reported over 
$50,000 in contributions so far; the 
other three candidates for the 
party’s nomination have, altogether, 
less than 25 percent of that. Mike 
Honda, formerly considered the 
frontrunner, has less than $3,000. 

Yeager told the B.A.R. that 
about two-thirds of his funds have 
come from the gay community, 
and more community fundraisers 
are already in the works: a 
September 29 event in San Jose 
will be followed by one in San 
Francisco October 8. “I want the 
whole Bay Area gay community 
to get excited about my candida¬ 
cy,” Yeager declared. 

Beyond local efforts, the

and has a good chance of receiv¬ 
ing more from the Victory Fund. 

The greater part of the funding 
will go for preparing the cam¬ 
paign materials that will go direct¬ 
ly to voters, much of it from the 
hands of the door-to-door volun¬ 
teers who are already in the 
precincts. 

Volunteer sign-ups have 
grown, but there is still a need for 
willing hands, especially for the 
office staff at his headquarters. ▼

SF Warned: State May Not 
Renew Water Permit

While San Franciscans are 
repeatedly assured by local health 
officials that sexual contact, and 
not the water, is causing cryp- 
tosporidiosis among immuno¬ 
compromised residents, docu¬ 
ments from the State Health 
Department show there is plenty 
of cause for concern about the 
organisms that live in our water 
supply. A stem letter written July 
18 warns the city, “It will be very 
difficult for the department to 
issue a new domestic water supply 
permit for the San Francisco water 
system without very significant 
restrictions.” 

A storm runoff situation in 
March triggered the unusually 
harsh letter from the State 
Department of Health Services to 
Anson B. Moran, general manager 
of the San Francisco Public 
Utilities Commission (PUC). 
District Engineer Clifford L. 
Bowen, who signed the letter, 
chastised sloppy procedures used 
at that time and wrote, “It is our 
intention to prevent a bad situation 
from deteriorating any further.” 

The department earlier issued a 
citation to the PUC for violating 
drinking water quality standards 
in water produced at its Sunol 
treatment plant in March of this 
year. 


Supervisor Carole Migden, 
who held hearings on water safety 
this summer, commented, “We 
have suspected problems with the 
water supply and its management 
for years. Our concerns were flat¬ 
ly denied at our hearing, and 
despite our uneasiness we really 
don’t have the capacity or funding 
to make an independent assess¬ 
ment of our water quality. We laud 
the effort of the B.A.R. for contin¬ 
uing to take the lead on this issue. 
It lends credence to our persis¬ 
tence. 

“We cannot afford to be lax 
about something as important as 
our water supply - especially 
when it impacts those who are 
immune-compromised.” 

‘Significantly higher’ 
crypto levels 

Bowen specifically mentioned 
Cryptosporidium, a waterborne 
cyst that is particularly dangerous 
for people with weak immune sys¬ 
tems, in his letter. “Since early 
June, turbidities in the Hetch- 
Hetchy system have been elevated 
due to the unusually wet winter 
and attendant runoff,” he wrote. 
“We have requested that SFWD 
conduct a daily sampling program 
of this water for giardia and Cryp¬ 
tosporidium so that we can com¬ 
pare the results of the past several 
years of similar data. This will 


allow a preliminary assessment of 
the impact of highly turbid runoff 
on water quality. Testing to date 
suggest that the giardia and Cryp¬ 
tosporidium levels in the turbid 
runoff are significantly higher 
than the highest observed peaks in 
the historical data set. 

“We believe that it is in 
SFWD’s urgent self-interest to 
examine these results and provide 
a reasonable explanation.” 

Bowen’s language then got 
more blunt. 

“Combined with the low prior¬ 
ity accorded water quality, this 
lack of professionalism presents 
the department and others who are 
dependent upon you for the safety 
and security of their water supply 
with a very troubling situation,” 
he wrote. “Meeting the obliga¬ 
tions to continue to provide safe 
drinking water will require funda¬ 
mental changes in the way that 
SFWD is organized and operat¬ 
ed.” 

According to Bowen, the real 
issue is planning, or the lack 
thereof. 

“Rather than take a proactive 
approach that accepts responsibil¬ 
ity for its actions and plans for the 
future,” the state engineer wrote, 
“SFWD has abdicated this respon¬ 
sibility and instead acts only when 
forced to do so by the agency with 
the most immediate potential.” ▼ 
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Berkeley Unitarian Seminary 
Offers Gay Course

Acting on two prime principles of the Unitarian 
Universalist denomination - the inherent worth and dig¬ 
nity of every person and the consistent practice of inclu¬ 
sion - the Starr King School for the Ministry in Berkeley 
is once again offering “Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual 
Spiritualities” for all interested graduate students. 

Beginning on September 5, Chuck Sjostak and 
Grace Simons will conduct the course at the Le Conte 
Avenue campus on Mondays from 9:40 a.m. to 12:30 
p.m. Their overall objective: “In celebration of the 
diversity of human experience, this course will 
explore the spirituality of non-heterosexual people. 
The focus will be to better understand sexual minori¬ 
ties and ourselves in order to enrich ministry and pas¬ 
toral care.” The course concludes on December 15. 

While the latter part of the objective statement 
seems to limit the prospective students to those 
matriculating for the ministry and preparing for ordi¬ 
nation, no such limitation is intended, according to 
Sjostak, who spoke with the Bay Area Reporter 
recently about the nature of the course, the ways in 
which it will be conducted, and his own involvement. 

Sjostak, 40, avers that he is not specifically a can¬ 
didate for the ministry, even though he is working 
toward a Master of Divinity degree. With an M.B.A. 
in his preparation already and much experience in 
education and computer techniques, his aspirations 
are toward chaplaincy work with the gay, lesbian, 
bisexual community, particularly in counseling gay 
and lesbian youth, AIDS ministry/hospice, and spiri¬ 
tual weekend retreats. 

His co-educator, Grace Simons, is married, has 
two grown children, and has already had a career 
teaching science to junior high students. Her major 
reason for teaching the course is a commitment to 
fighting the injustices which befall GLBT communi¬ 
ties on a daily basis. 

According to Sjostak, “Grace and I will focus on 
developing self-awareness around the general issues 
of sexuality, especially as it relates to our spiritual 
nature. When the course is over, it is our wish that the 
members will be more aware of their own struggles 
around sexuality and more cognizant of the unique 
challenges facing the GLBT person, and be more able 
to offer genuine pastoral support, especially as an 
understanding and sympathetic listener.” 

Minimizing lecture, the teachers, who are follow¬ 
ing a firm but unique practice at Starr King of having 
students teach some of the courses, will use a combi¬ 
nation of teaching-learning techniques, from role¬ 


playing and brain-storming to small group discussion 
and meditation. 

‘Honoring, validating, 
and celebrating diversity’ 

Some books, such as Looking at Gay and Lesbian 
Life by Blumenthal and Raymond and What the Bible 
Really Says About Homosexuality by Helminiak, will 
be key, but other references will deal with multicul- 
turalism and racism as well. 

These texts and the experiential mode of the class- 
work will all work toward the development of one of 
the overriding themes of the course, “honoring, vali¬ 
dating, and, indeed, celebrating diversity, within both 
the human race generally and within the GLBT com¬ 
munity itself,” Sjostak explained. 

Toward that end, the two 
teachers ask, “What better 
place to address diversity 
than in the training of our 
spiritual leaders?” 

And what is spirituality? 
Sjostak cites as his favorite 
the definition of Sandra 
Schneider, who has taught 
within the GLBT communi¬ 
ty: “Spirituality is the expe¬ 
rience to strive to integrate 
the various aspects of one’s 
life.” To that Sjostak adds, 
“We all have a spiritual 
dimension to our beings. I 
have met humanists, pagans, 
and agnostics who very 
much acknowledge the sense of the sacred in their 
lives.” 

Sjostak, who divides his time currently between 
Berkeley and the home he and his architect lover 
Dennis Davis built not far from the Russian River, has 
been approached to work with a group of gay men in 
that area this fall toward the same spiritual goals the 
course has projected. 

Starr King is one of nine institutions within the 
Graduate Theological Union just to the north of the 
UC campus. There is considerable interchange among 
the nine and also with the University of California 
itself. T

Out On the Island Raises Funds 
At Queer Housewarming

Alameda lesbian and gay orga¬ 
nizers raised $1,350, and aware¬ 
ness of the continuing need to stay 
visible and active in city politics, 
during a July 25 fundraiser bene¬ 
fiting Out On The Island. 

The East Bay group came to 
prominence in June for opposing 
that city’s refusal to grant a gay 
pride proclamation, and for subse¬ 
quently securing a promise from 
Mayor Ralph Appezatto that he 
will issue a proclamation in 
October to commemorate Gay and 
Lesbian History Month. Out on 
the Island’s hard work and effec¬ 
tiveness were recognized by 
Robert Bray of the National Gay 
and Lesbian Task Force, who told 
the crowd at the fundraiser, 
“Alameda will never be the same 
because of what you have done. 

“I immediately knew it was 
going to be big; bigger than the 
mayor thought,” he said. ‘The 
native sons and daughters have 
come forward to reclaim their 
town from the clutches of the 


you’re going to defeat [the right],” 
Campbell said. “This is a case of 
human rights, civil rights.” 

In other related developments 
in Alameda, Allen has asked the 
Social Services Human Relations 
Board to write a “letter to city 
council advising them action was 
not in the best interest of equality 
and goodwill,” and will get an 
answer to that at its next meeting. 
Also, the B.A.R. has learned, two 
city commission seats were 
offered as an olive branch by 
Appezatto, to Out on the Island 
Religious Outreach Chairperson 
Morten Wellhaven and President 
Kathy Teller. 

Teller, who sits on the Base 
Reuse Commission, said she 
would take the mayor up on his 
offer, but Wellhaven declined, 
saying he already sits on three 
other “do-good” boards. ▼

Bray, chair of the NGLTF’s 
Fight the Right project, credited 
the group with confronting the 
radical right in the form of the 
Reverend Don Taylor, who - 
despite being the lone religious 
opponent to the Gay Pride 
Proclamation - portrayed himself 
as representative of a moral 
majority in Alameda. 

(Taylor later faxed Out on the 
Island Vice President Christine 
Allen to complain about the forth¬ 
coming educational forum on 
homosexuality this October. He 
claims that because his derogatory 
viewpoints on practicing homo¬ 
sexuals will not be represented 
there is an imbalance. Allen told 
the B.A.R. that Taylor requested 
representatives - including people 
supposedly “cured” of homosexu¬ 
ality - to attend. The board, said 
Allen, sponsors these town hall 
style meetings several times a 
year, on topical subjects like 
immigration.) 

‘We will prevail’ 

Before closing, Bray reminded 
the group that small towns like 
Alameda exist all over the coun¬ 
try, and that of 97 pieces of gay 
and lesbian legislation introduced 
in 33 states in the last year, 39 
were anti-gay. One was a ban 
against including gays in artificial 
insemination clinics; another was 
a bill in Louisiana where homicide 
of an HIV-positive person would 
be allowable under the law, if the 
defendant “believes” they’ll be 
“attacked.” 

Alameda represents “good 
news,” Bray said, a sign that “ulti¬ 
mately we will prevail.” 

State Assembly members 
Barbara Lee and Robert J. 
Campbell also spoke to the crowd 
about how important the group’s 
contributions have been. “What 
you’re doing now is the only way

Be Respectful— 
Not Frightened— 
Of Thalidomide

T he recent report on 60 minutes 
about the unfortunate, and avoid¬ 
able, thalidomide tragedy of near¬ 
ly 40 years ago was sensationalist 
and needs to be responded to. Continued 
lack of understanding of this drug only 
helps to keep a door to important medical 
advances closed. The time to open the 
door is long overdue. 

As it stands now, it would be a consid¬ 
erable understatement to say that tens of 
thousands of people in the United States 
are being denied access to a drug that is 
the only one effective for their condition. 
The FDA is intimidating providers of 
underground thalidomide, yet the agency 
did absolutely nothing to further thalido¬ 
mide research over the past six years 
since the first report appeared of its ben¬ 
efit in the treatment of AIDS (Youle M. et 
al, British Medical Journal, 1989). 

But while the FDA has long sanc¬ 
tioned in the U.S. an environment of pro¬ 
hibition for clinical thalidomide research, 
the drug has fortunately undergone 
extensive investigation (beginning 
decades ago) in other countries, so a con¬ 
siderable body of literature exists to 
guide us in its use. For example, while it 
is listed in Marindale’s drug index (the 
European version of the American 
Physicians Desk Reference) for treatment 
of AIDS-related apthous ulcers, certain 
auto-immune diseases, and leprosy, it is 
conspicuously missing in the American 
PDR. In Brazil, thalidomide is currently 
the treatment of choice for over 30,000 
persons with severe leprosy reactions. 

The thalidomide tragedy of the early 
1960s must not continue to blind us to 
this drug’s potentially great value in the 
treatment of other serious conditions. As 
it turns out, the ability of thalidomide to 
induce birth defects is regulated to its 
ability to inhibit the production of vari¬ 
ous growth factors required for fetal limb 
growth. These same factors are believed 
to be involved in the expansion of some 
tumors, which have been suggested to be 
suppressible by thalidomide as well. 

It’s also important to bear in mind that 
the frequency of thalidomide-induced 
birth defects in the early 1960s was vast¬ 
ly increased because it was mass-market¬ 
ed as a safe sedative and as a relief for 
morning sickness in early pregnancy. At 
that time thalidomide was cavalierly mar¬ 
keted to a specific population - pregnant 
women - without ever undergoing any 
safety investigation in that group. Also, 
other drugs that produce birth defects 
(besides thalidomide) have gone on to 
become commonly used in America, but 
care is taken are not prescribed to women 
capable of becoming pregnant. 

Unfortunately, since thalidomide is an 
orphan drug that has long since gone off- 
patent, no company (and certainly not the 
U.S. government) would be willing to 
provide the financial resources to investi¬ 
gate it for medical indication. No govern¬ 
ment program is available to help any 
significant number of people to obtain 
thalidomide. Reportedly, National 
Cancer Institute clinical trials were 
recently delayed for lack of adequate 
supply of drug, and physicians must fre¬ 
quently acquire it on the underground. 

People with AIDS urgently need 
thalidomide now! V

A decision to transition

Burning bridges 

Since my letter in defense of Keith Jackson was 
published in your last issue, Mr. Charles Lehman, the 
editor of the Asian Pacific Democratic Club’s 
(APDC) newsletter, and Mr. Cedric Yap, both mem¬ 
bers of APDC’s Political Action Committee, have 
informed me that my recollection of Mr. Jackson’s 
comments to our club regarding JROTC is in error. 
Mr. Lehman’s written notes from Mr. Jackson’s pre¬ 
sentation indicate that Mr. Jackson did indeed promise 
to vote against JROTC if elected to the school board. 

I acknowledge my error and thank both Messrs. 
Yap and Lehman for correcting me. Nonetheless, the 
concern expressed in my letter about GLAAD’s orga¬ 
nized attack upon one of San Francisco’s few African- 
American elected officials still remains. 

Granted that Mr. Jackson’s vote in favor of 
JROTC, in light of his promise to vote against it, is a 
serious breach of public trust, I believe it still 
behooves our community to attempt to work with Mr. 
Jackson (and the board majority) to create a working 
compromise* on this issue rather than launching a 
destructive political attack against Mr. Jackson indi¬ 
vidually. 

There is more than one side to this issue. While the 
queer community has legitimate concerns about 
JROTC’s homophobia, other communities, whom Mr. 
Jackson also represents, have equally legitimate con¬ 
cerns about educational and vocational opportunities 
for their children. Can’t we work together to some¬ 
how reach a satisfactory compromise without attack¬ 
ing each other? 

Should the queer community swing its consider¬ 
able political weight against Mr. Jackson, it will mark 
the second time we have used that weight to attack a 
respected African-American in public office. While 
our motives may be pure and the justice of our posi¬ 
tion unquestionable, the resulting divisions between 
the queer and the African-American communities 
remain just as deep. We continue to bum our bridges 
rather than build them.

Food Not Bombs 

The homeless have AIDS - 
white, black, gay, or straight. 
Homelessness is not the disease of 
an illiterate, oversexed minority 
living an alternate lifestyle. 
Homelessness, like AIDS, is not 
contracted through group affilia¬ 
tion; poverty is. 

Poverty is a disease spread, 
contracted, and endured by the 
ninety percent of men, women, 
and children forced to share ten 
percent of this nation’s resources. 
Homelessness is a threatening dis¬ 
ease that strikes America’s poor 
without warning. The poor is any 
man or woman who is dependent 
upon a paycheck for a living. 

When gay men or lesbians are 
living in a system based upon 
exploitation, they are forced to 
become either an exploiter of 
human commodities or the person 
who has been reduced to an 
exploitable commodity. 

Commodities are products pro¬ 
duced to satisfy consumers. If the 
consumer demand is met, then 
there is no longer a need to con¬ 
tinue producing the commodity 
that was once in demand. A com¬ 
modity damaged beyond repair is 
rejected by consumers and either 
returned to their manufacture for a 
refund or disposed of. However, 
human commodities undergo a 
similar process. This process is 
called unemployment. 

Once a gay man or lesbian con¬ 
tracts AIDS, they cease to possess 
value to their employers and are 
considered defective. Often with¬ 
out benefits or pensions, gay men 
and lesbians are tossed out of the 
workplace into the rising pile of 
unemployed Americans, where 
they are forced to fight healthy 
men and women for food, cloth¬ 
ing, and shelter. Because they may 
lack the necessary strength to 
struggle for survival, they often go 
without food or housing. 

In spite of a growing army of 
missions or outreach programs, 
there is still not enough food or 
housing available to ease their 
struggle for survival. The group 
Food Not Bombs has been provid¬ 
ing homeless gay men and les¬ 
bians with whatever food they 
could provide, thus enabling gay 
men and lesbians to continue their 
existence. Food Not Bombs 
recently proposed utilizing the 
Presidio as a means of providing 
readily available housing for San 
Francisco’s homeless. 

It is necessary for the city’s gay 
and lesbian community to support 
groups such as Food Not Bombs 
who are attempting to care for 
homeless gay men and lesbians. 
Because, by supporting such 
groups, we support the homeless 
members of our own gay and les¬ 
bian communities, until we can 
devise the financial means neces¬ 
sary to support these gay men and 


lesbians with the dignity and com¬ 
fort they deserve.

Arguedas is newsworthy. 
Whatever your feelings about 
lawyers, the Constitution does 
guarantee people - all people, 
including known wife-beaters - 
the right to defense counsel. 
Generally speaking, we think 
that’s a good thing, even when it 
occasionally looks as weird as the 
Simpson case. Ironically, in that 
same issue we even began the 
weekly editorial with the words, 
“It’s hard to tell which will look 
most ridiculous from the perspec¬ 
tive of future generations: the O.J. 
Simpson trial... ” 

And yes, gay life in San 
Francisco is grand. How happy 
are you in San Jose?] 


Remember Pedro 

Like millions of people all over 
the world, I was deeply moved and 
inspired by the life and death of 
Pedro Zamora. I am now an AIDS 
educator, going to classrooms and 
talking to students about living with 
HIV in very much the same way 
that Pedro did. My decision to do 
this was inspired entirely by Pedro. 
Like many others here in San 
Francisco, I have been very disap¬ 
pointed to see that no lasting tribute 
or memorial to Pedro has ever been 
established. Miami has renamed a 
street in Pedro’s honor. Los 
Angeles just opened a new clinic 
for HIV youth, named after Pedro. 

Pedro lived here in San 
Francisco for approximately six 
months. The Real World , which 
brought him to the attention of 
millions worldwide, was filmed 
here. He married his partner while 
living in the house on Lombard 
Street, and was planning to move 
back to San Francisco to begin life

P olitical insiders in 
Washington were saying 
this week that Kansas 
Senator Bob Dole, the 
current front-runner for 
the GOP presidential nomination, 
while surely looking over his 
shoulder at Texas Senator Phil 
Gramm, Washington-based 
homophobic TV commentator Pat 
Buchanan, Pennsylvania’s 
Senator Arlen Specter, and even 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich, 
is actually most nervous about 
retired General Colin Powell. 
Powell, speaking in San Diego

last week, refused to tip his hand 
on his plans for 1996, but went to 
great pains not to deny he would 
enter the race. When asked direct¬ 
ly if he would enter the presiden¬ 
tial fray, either as an Independent 
or a Republican (most of his close 
associates say he will eventually 
register as a Republican), Powell 
told reporters that he is busy writ¬ 
ing his memoirs (“they’re nearly 
finished, however”) and would 
make no decision about entering 
any political race until later this 
year, probably around 
Thanksgiving. 

Powell made an appearance as 
a featured speaker (he commands 
18,000 big ones a speech) at 
Insights ’95, an all-day sympo¬ 
sium featuring well-known politi¬ 
cians, celebrities, and scientists 
held at the San Diego Convention 
Center, coincidentally (or not) the 
home of next year’s GOP National 
Convention. 

He did nothing to dissuade 
many of his admirers who paid top 
dollar to hear him speak, but 
insisted on pushing his new book. 
My American Journey, due out in 
just a few weeks. The book report¬ 
edly describes his rise from the 
streets of New York City to 
become the chief military advisor 
to two presidents. Powell went to 
great lengths, however, to assure 
reporters that the book “will 
include a lot of chitchat about var¬ 
ious political things, and commen¬ 
tary in the book will no doubt fuel 
the political issues of ‘Will he or 
won’t he, is he or isn’t he,’ and this 
that and the other thing.” Powell 
further teased reporters when he 
said he could “think of only one or 
two titles” that are better than the 
title of “Chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff.” 

Meanwhile, poll after poll 
shows that the USA’s best-known 
military figure, the retired Army 
General Powell, could win the 
presidency if he chose to run. In 
addition, a number of influential 
magazines and newspapers have 
lately urged a Powell entry into 
the presidential race, not the least 
of them The New York Times, The 
Washington Times, Time maga¬ 
zine, and The New Republic, as 
well as powerful columnists like 
William Rusher, Clarence Page, 
and others. I certainly have no 
idea whether or not the immensely 
popular retired general will suc¬ 
cumb to a hell of a lot of pressure, 
particularly from those who like 
neither President Bill Clinton nor 
Bob Dole, but if this guy does 
throw his hat into the race, either 
as a Republican or Independent, 
sell the house and parlay the 
money on Colin Powell becoming 
the next president of the United 
States 

More presidential gossip: the 
first evidence of political divi¬ 
dends from California Governor 
Pete Wilson’s very public rebuke 
of affirmative action is in: a new 


Wall Street Journal/NBC News 
poll this week has doubled his 
standing to ten percent (the same 
poll had him at only five percent 
in May). Nothing the Wilson camp 
should be shouting about, but at 
least it is an upward move while 
the political fortunes of Bob Dole 
and Phil Gramm, according to the 
same poll, have dropped a bit. 

Then there’s Ross Perot. The 
Texan with an ego larger than his 
wallet, who garnered 19 million 
votes in 1992, is holding a gather¬ 
ing of presidential wannabes in 
Dallas this weekend, saying he 
“hopes to bring Democrats and 
Republicans together,” adding that 
“I will, in the strongest terms, say, 
‘Let’s try to make the two-party 
system work.’” 

Most presidential hopefuls 
won’t dare to miss Perot’s get- 
together, but they all suspect it is 
nothing more than a publicity 
stunt by the billionaire to some¬ 
how further his own presidential 
plans. (Translation: look for Perot 
to claim the gathering a “failure 
among the Washington politi¬ 
cians” and promptly declare that 
he probably will run.)

ot so long ago, in fact a 
couple of weeks ago, I 
was assaulted by a “fac¬ 
toid.”

It was hurled by a friend in the 
middle of an idealistic conversa¬ 
tion we were having about the 
political future. 

“There just can’t be that many

anti-affirmative action, anti¬ 
choice - basically anti-every- 
thing,” we mused. Do we vote for 
who we really want to be mayor, 
or the least evil candidate who has 
the best chance of winning, or 
who we really want first, then the 
lesser of the evils in the runoff? 

We figured the third option was 
best, as we do every election, then 
took pause in sipping our pints. 
“You know Jordan will still win, 
don’t you?” my friend asked 
between sips. There was still too 
much foam to gulp. She continued 
before I could respond. “More 
people recycle in this country than 
vote,” she shot out. Looking back, 
I see her lips moving in slow 


motion, her foam mustache disap¬ 
pearing with a swipe of her 
tongue. She leaned back and took 
a drag of her cigarette. 

“What?!” I screeched. 

She laughed at my reaction. “I 
know, scary, huh? I read it in one 
of the things my parents get for 
me. I think it was The Nation .” 

“Oh my god. That’s crazy.” I 
continued to stare at her, my 
mouth hanging open in disbelief. 

I looked around the bar and 
closed my mouth. I believed her. 
First of all because she was con¬ 
stantly reading nonfiction, books, 
newspapers, anything. I imagined 
her intensely reading whatever she 
could get her hands on, her gaze 
boring holes through texts.

And secondly, upon taking a 
minute to think about, it was easy 
to believe. When I worked in 
Union Square, there were recy¬ 
cling bins. “Cans and Bottles Only 
Please — No Paper Trash.” “Paper 
Only, Please — Colored OK.” 
And for the most part people used 
them properly. Yet many of these 
people do not use our governmen¬ 
tal system at all, let alone properly. 

The last fall that I worked in 
that department store, it was the 
1992 presidential election. It was a 
slow day. The Back-to-School 
shopping season was over, and the 
Christmas shopping season was 


not quite underway. Someone told 
a story about going to vote, which 
sparked a conversation about vot¬ 
ing. We would soon discover that 
only nine of the 15 of us present 
had voted. And for four of those 
who voted, the youngest of whom 
was 22, it had been the first time. 

I left the bar that day in a new 
and overwhelming mind-set. Our 
cynical and somewhat comic theo¬ 
ry about an apathetic world, once 
proven, was not so funny. Since 
then, every time I’ve seen some¬ 
one recycling, I have wanted to 
ask them, “Do you vote?” 

The two people I actually asked 
both said no. When I inquired as to 
why they did not vote, they both 
seemed to feel that the govern¬ 
ment holds elections just to go 
through the motions. No one’s 
opinion really matters unless they 
have money to back it up, was 
their general sentiment. I hung my 
head low, unable to respond. 

I agree with them on some 
level, but I’m not ready to give up. 
What would it take for them to 
change their minds? We have 
recently been involved in several 
wars to some degree, have felt the 
vice grip of an economic recession 
... the list of reasons not to be apa¬ 
thetic goes on and on. 

I can’t say that I have much 
faith that being able to register to 
vote at the DMV will make that 
much of a difference, but perhaps 
I will be happily proven wrong. ▼

So far the Giants are still the only 
pro sports team to have an AIDS 
awareness day. Last year, a crowd of 
more than 50,000 generated over 
$115,000 for the AIDS war at the 
first AIDS benefit game ever staged 
by a professional sports team. 

Six Bay Area non-profit AIDS 
organizations* will receive funds 
from this year’s event proceeds. 
These include The Names Project 
High School Quilt Program, 
Project Open Hand, UCSF AIDS 
Program at San Francisco General 
Hospital, Contra Costa County 


AIDS Project, San Mateo County 
AIDS Program and La Clinica de 
la Raza in Oakland. 

Fifty percent of funds raised 
will be shared equally by these six 
groups, while the remaining 50 
percent will go to national AIDS 
vaccine development. 

This year Coors Brewing 
Company has heavily sponsored 
the game, as part of which it 
donated $2,000 worth of tickets to 
allow 150 HIV-positive youths

A San Francisco dentist has 
contacted Senator Dianne 
Feinstein’s office for help in 
answering questions about the 
1985 death of his son, a gay U.S. 
Army private, by apparent suicide 
at the Presidio. Dr. Kenneth 
Kumpf hopes that Feinstein’s 
office will be more helpful than 
the Army in “getting to the bot¬ 
tom” of what he worries “may be 
a cover-up” of the sexual assault 
and possible murder of his son 
Aaron. 

“When Aaron died, a part of 
me died with him,” Kumpf told 
the Bay Area Reporter , “and I’m 
not going to stop asking questions 
until I get somewhere. I’m not 
convinced it was suicide. I have 
an open mind, but I want to see all 
the information.” 

Aaron Kumpf’s body was 
found on November 15, 1985 at 
the foot of a portion of the Golden 
Gate Bridge that runs over the 
Presidio Army Base. A suicide 
note was found in Aaron’s room in 
a psychiatric ward at Letterman 
Army Hospital, where he had 
been hospitalized. 

Since then his father has con¬ 
tacted several Congressional rep¬ 
resentatives and Army officials for 
assistance, with only modest suc¬ 
cess, and has spent thousands of 
dollars over the years on investi¬ 
gators, forensic experts, and attor¬ 
ney fees attempting to find out 
exactly how his son came to die. 

Aaron had been hospitalized 
initially at Kennar Army 
Community Hospital in Fort Lee, 
Virginia in July, 1985 after an 
AWOL incident in which he was 
found wandering aimlessly and 
confused at a New York City air¬ 
port terminal. After a brief trip 
home to visit his parents in Napa 
the same month, Aaron returned to 
Ft. Lee, where he grew increas¬ 
ingly disoriented and confused. 
He was found wandering in the 
woods talking to himself, and 
spoke of hearing voices telling 
him that he was bad or that he was 
going to die, according to an 
Army medical record reviewed by

the Bay Area Reporter. 

“I think I’m losing my mind,” 
Aaron told one doctor, admitting 
to “fears of being harassed by a 
group in society called Darkness 
who try to mess with my mind.” 
An examining KACH psychiatrist 
noted “racing thoughts, paranoid 
ideation and ‘fears of having to 
kill myself to escape this group.’” 
He escaped once from the hospi¬ 
tal’s closed ward and was trans¬ 
ferred to Walter Reed Hospital in 
Washington, D.C., where he had 
been given the diagnosis of 
“schizophreniform disorder,” a 
mental illness. 

But by the time of his transfer 
to the Presidio’s Letterman, 
Aaron’s mental condition had 
apparently improved; all pre¬ 
scribed medication, including the 
strong anti-psychotic drug Haldol, 
had been discontinued a week 
before his death. 

In fact, LAH nursing chart 
notes taken the day Aaron died 
declared that he was “doing better, 
was more energetic and more 
appropriate” and “attending and 
participating in activities without 
difficulty,” was not a “manage¬ 
ment problem,” and “was bright 
on approach.” 


Condition improved 

Especially puzzling to Kumpf 
is that although the provisional 
autopsy clearly indicates that at 
the time of his death Aaron had 
evidence of a sexually-related rec¬ 
tal trauma - as does a photograph¬ 
ic autopsy record he later obtained 
under the Freedom of Information 
Act - the final official anatomical 
diagnoses makes no mention of 
the injury described in the original 
report as “located 1 cm from the 
anal verge at 9 o’clock (12 o’clock 
being anterior), a 1 cm linear abra¬ 
sion. 

“In addition, there is a 3 mm 
laceration present at the anal verge 
at the 12 o’clock position. Several 
smaller 1 to 2 mm excoriated 
areas are present in the 3 to 9 
o’clock areas between the anal 
verge and the subcutaneous junc¬ 
tion.” 

The rectal trauma detailed in 
the autopsy is consistent with sex¬ 
ual assault, Kumpf says, and since 
Aaron had been hospitalized at 
Letterman Army Hospital since 
his August 1985 transfer from 
Walter Reed, he wonders whether 
his son was raped, and whether his 
death was really suicide - or 
homicide. 

Kumpf especially wants to 
know what happened to an anal 
swab taken during the autopsy, 
and whether it showed the pres¬ 


ence of semen that would docu¬ 
ment sexual activity or rape. 

“This has been terrible. I think 
about it every day,” Kumpf told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “When the 
Army refuses to give information, 
even when ordered by Congress, it 
makes you want to get to the bot¬ 
tom of it.” 

He maintains the Army has not 
yet given him all pertinent infor¬ 
mation about his son’s emotional 
situation and death. He also wants 
to know the results of HTV-III 
tests, which were precursors to 
HIV tests, and hepatic screen tests 
given to Aaron as physicians 
unsuccessfully tried to resuscitate 
him in the emergency room. 

The last psychiatric nursing 
note in Aaron’s medical chart is 
dated November 15: “Notified by 
Emergency Room that patient pro¬ 
nounced dead as a result of multi¬ 
ple trauma.” 


Unanswered questions 

Kumpf says that he also 
learned after his son’s death that 
Aaron would have been dis¬ 
charged from the Army because 
he was gay - after having previ¬ 
ously been initially told in vague 
terms only that his son had a “per¬ 
sonality problem” the Army 
couldn’t help him with. 

“I didn’t not know he was 
gay,” Kumpf told the Bay Area 
Reporter. “If I had, I know he 
would not have been in the mili¬ 
tary. He never discussed it with 
the family. 

“I had no opposition to him 
being gay,” he said, adding that 
Aaron was under the Army’s med¬ 
ical care, whatever his sexual ori¬ 
entation; from a legal point of 
view, many unanswered questions 
remain. 

“The case has been reviewed 
by an attorney, and the attorney 
said that the evidence didn’t indi¬ 
cate suicide,” Kumpf said. “But 
we have a case either way. He was 
a definite risk for suicide. Aaron 
shouldn’t have been allowed off 
that ward.” He told the B.A.R. that 
the psychiatric ward had a desk 
with monitors stationed at the 
entrance, and he has no idea why 
Aaron’s departure was not 
stopped. 

Aaron was maintained on an 
“S-phase status” on the inpatient 
ward, which only allowed him off 
the ward in the company of a 
patient of higher status, who was 
closer to being discharged. 

Self-inflicted deaths are the 
third leading cause of death in the 
military, according to Department 
of Defense statistics, but reports 
last year by the Philadelphia 
Inquirer suggest military investi¬ 
gators ruled the deaths of at least 
40 soldiers as suicides - despite 
evidence that some were killed. 
The newspaper reviewed the 
investigations after being contact¬ 
ed by the soldier’s relatives, many 
of whom are members of the 
“Until We Have Answers” support 
group. 

According to the Inquirer , 
investigators failed to perform 
routine forensic tests, lost or 
destroyed other evidence, and 
misquoted witnesses in reaching 
their conclusions in many of the 
cases. 

From October 1979 to June 
1993, the military ruled 3,375 
deaths as suicides, compared to 
1,460 murders. The civilian rate is 
about eight murders to every ten 
suicides in an average year, 
according to the report. ▼

YDIVE? YNOT? 

Sky High Drop-Outs Raise Money for Gay L.A. Youth

The Los Angeles Gay and 
Lesbian Community Services 
Center, the oldest and largest such 
organization in the world, can 
never be accused of being stodgy 
or unimaginative when it comes to 
raising funds to meet the needs of 
gay and lesbian youth in L.A. 

On Saturday, August 19, an 
estimated 600 daring individuals 
will soar over the Mojave Desert 
as participants in YDIVE - one of 
the most unique and spectacular 
charitable events in American his¬ 
tory, said Jim Key, director of 
communications for the LA Gay 
and Lesbian Center. 

Key told the B.A.R. that more 
than 450 people, each of whom 
have raised $750 or more in 
pledges, have already signed on - 
most of them first-time skydivers. 
The goal is to raise about a quarter 
of a million dollars for youth ser¬ 
vices at the L. A. Center. 

“Oh' any given day or night 
there are an estimated 10,000 to 
20,000 youth living on the streets 
in Los Angeles,” said Lorri L. 
Jean, executive director of the 


Gay and Lesbian Center. “The 
center provides vital, often life¬ 
saving support to the 30 to 50 per¬ 
cent of these youth who are gay, 
lesbian, or bisexual and have been 
forced onto the streets due to 
homophobia in their homes, 
schools, and communities,” Jean 
said. 

The L.A. Gay and Lesbian 
Center’s youth services depart¬ 
ment provides the most compre¬ 
hensive range of services for les¬ 
bian and gay youth in the nation, 
Key indicated, including a 24-bed 
transitional shelter, food, clothing, 
club and street outreach, case- 
management, counseling, 

HIV/AIDS prevention and educa¬ 
tion, referrals, and support ser¬ 
vices. 

Funds from YDIVE will also 
support a special Youth HIV 
Clinic, created to address the 
growing needs of young people 
with HIV 

An all-day event, YDIVE fol¬ 
lows a kick-off breakfast in Los 
Angeles. Participants will travel 
by chartered bus to California 
City Skydive Center in the 
Mojave Desert, 100 miles east of 


Los Angeles. The center is the 
largest student jump site in the 
nation. 

Participants in groups of five 
to ten will be carried aloft to make 
static line parachute jumps back to 
earth - some 3,500 feet - after 
which they will join a huge cele¬ 
bration with fellow divers and 
volunteers. A U.S. Parachute 
Association-certified jump master 
will accompany each group, and 
each parachute will be released 
automatically when the diver exits 
the aircraft. 

Participants will complete a 
four-hour training seminar prior to 
the dive and will be required to 
pass an exam. 

“With the opening of the Youth 
HIV Clinic and the Drop-in 
Center, the L.A. Gay & Lesbian 
Center is breaking new ground - 
locally and nationally - in provid¬ 
ing extensive and much-needed 
support to homeless, runaway and 
throwaway youth,” Key said. ▼

These days the Walt Disney 
Company has a reputation as a 
fairly gay-positive company, but 
that was not always the case.

Rather 
than skulk off in shame, Exler 
fought the ban, until it was over¬ 
turned in 1984 by an Orange 
County Superior Court. 

Now Exler, who has since 
changed his full legal name to 
“Crusader,” has announced a 
party at Disneyland on Saturday, 
September 9 to celebrate the 15th 
anniversary of the human rights 
victory. 

“Join your lesbigay sisters and 
brothers in unity, dancing the 
night away where it all began: 
Tomorrowland Terrace. Dancing 
starts at 7:30 p.m. to live ‘pop 40’ 
bands,” Crusader says. 

Crusader will personally greet 
guests at the party at “The 
Wishing Well,” located at the 
southeast side of the castle in 
Fantasyland. Disneyland itself is 
located in Anaheim. 

“This is an informal gather¬ 
ing,” according to Crusader, “and 
not a Disneyland-sanctioned 
event.” 

He urges celebrants “to wear 
clothing and/or buttons represent¬ 
ing lesbigay pride, such as a rain¬ 
bow flag, pink triangle, or 
Lambda.” ▼

What do you call about 100 
mostly gay people in a San 
Francisco pool? Tsunami. At least, 
that’s what you call the swim team 
that was formed here after Gay 
Games II, which is still having a 
whale of a good time nine years 
later. 

Tsunami, part of the San 
Francisco Recreation and Park 
Department’s Masters Swimming 
Program, which in turn is part of a 
nationwide network, is comprised 
mostly of Bay Area gay men - 
plus some swimmers with lower 
numbers on the Kinsey scale. 
According to Todd Hill, one of 
four Tsunami coaches, about a 
quarter of the team is female, “but 
we’re really looking to get more 
women involved.” 

Every two months the team has 
a social event of some kind, the 
next of which is a lake swim 
Sunday, August 20, at Lake Del 
Valle, near Livermore. Other 
recent summertime events have 
included white river rafting, 
kayaking, and a barbecue, but per¬ 
haps their most visible activity 
this summer was during the gay

ages, practices at Hamilton Pool 


pride parade, when members 
marched wearing swim trunks. 
“We did sort of a silly swimming 
dance,” Hill laughed. Whatever 
they did, they drew applause - and 
more than a few admiring glances. 

Swimming is a sport that 
knows no age limits, with some 
enthusiasts competing well into 
their 90’s, Hill says. However, the 
average age of Tsunami members 
is considerably younger than that, 


around 32, with current members 
as young as 22 and as old as 60. 
And more are eagerly sought, he 
told the B.A.R., whatever their 
level of expertise: “Anybody who 
can swim a couple of laps should 
be encouraged to come out and try 
it. 

“Tsunami presents an interest¬ 
ing mix of people, some of whom 
are there just for fitness, some of 
whom are there because it is a

social thing, and some of whom 
are there preparing for competi¬ 
tion,” he said. 


Ah, yes, the competition. 
Through the years many ^embers 
have held gay games records, 
national “straight” titles, and rank¬ 
ings, according to Hill. Tsunami 
has enjoyed much success at the 
International Gay and Lesbian 
Aquatic championships (IGLA); 
about 25 Tsunami swimmers will 
compete at this October’s IGLA 
meet in Montreal, hoping to win 
the small team championship as 
they have in the past. 

Hill explained as a gay man 
and as one of the Tsunami Swim 
Team coaches (the others are Cris 
Allen, Marta Kreps, and Joe 
Healy) what is the best thing for 
him about being a member: “It’s 
most powerful to go to a main¬ 
stream straight swim meet with a 
team that is openly gay,” he said. 
“It’s the ultimate coming out 
experience. 

“You can reclaim your life in 
this way, by being able to compete 
as an openly gay person and mem¬ 
ber of Tsunami. 

“Going to gay meets is also a 
great thrill, because you have an 
opportunity to integrate the athlet¬ 
ic side of your life and your gay 
cultural identity.” 

Hill has won gold medals and 
other medals at the Gay Games, 
and won the 50 backstroke and 
400 freestyle events at IGLA 
events in 1993. But as nice as 
medals are, he stresses other bene¬ 
fits. 

“We’re providing a great 
opportunity for people to swim 
and maintain their health and fit¬ 
ness,” he said, “and given the 
AIDS crisis I think it’s great to be 
able to participate in such a fine 
sport.” 

Unfortunately, since Tsunami 
normally practices at a city-owned 
recreation facility, budget cuts 
threaten the club’s future. 

“One of the things the club 
comes up against is a lot of cuts in 
city programs - constantly having 
to negotiate to maintain our train¬ 
ing hours - and we face a constant 
threat of having our hours cut 
right before important competi¬ 
tions,” Hill told the B.A.R. 

Tsunami members normally 
practice at Hamilton Pool, located 
on Steiner at Post. Practices are 
now scheduled Monday through 
Thursday 7:30 to 9 p.m., and on 
Saturdays from 10 to 11:30 a.m., 
but those hours will change at the 
end of the summer. 

“When our hours change, we 
lose people,” Hill explained. 
“When the city changes our hours 
it always takes time to build the 
membership back up, as people 
are fitting swimming into their 
busy schedules.” ▼

Gay ad vantages 


I n the summer of 1994 a 
small but dedicated group of 
San Francisco bowlers 
entered into a discussion about 
the upcoming Gay Games V and 
how best to prepare its communi¬ 
ty for this international athletic 
event. Out of that dialogue 
evolved Amsterdam ’98, an ABC- 
sanctioned savings league as 
developed by a special committee 
and spearheaded by the 
Secretary/Treasurer Chuck Vrana. 
When asked what the response 
had been to the plan and how sig¬ 
nificantly it would impact on off¬ 
setting travel expenses, Chuck 
remarked, "Anyone who partici¬ 
pates in this program, as sched¬ 
uled for the next several seasons, 
should save approximately 
$1,500-1,600 by 1998. That 
should cover the major expenses 
such as air, hotel and entries. At 
least half the league is participat¬ 
ing right now, that in itself speaks 
for the program.” 

Although, little did the 
Amsterdam Board realize just 
how popular this concept would 
be to the SF bowling community. 
The first season was off to a con¬ 
servative start with only eight (5- 
person) teams represented. But 
due to the recruitment and adver¬ 
tising methods of the Co-chair 
Sam Kipu, Amsterdam ’98 would 
soon witness significant growth. 
As the excitement and word 
spread, the success of the league 
was slowly becoming apparent. 
Now in its second season, when 
most leagues were losing mem¬ 
bers to the summer break, 
Amsterdam ’98 managed to not 
only forge ahead, but increase its 
membership. 

By all accounts, this trend is 


expected to continue well into the 
next five seasons, hopefully 
amounting to a 20-team league. 
"When momentum like this and 
expansion to include the 
Sacramento, San Jose and Fresno 
communities where bowling is 
equally abundant, we’re likely to 
be one of the largest contingents 
competing at the Games,” as pre¬ 
dicted by Rudy Maglenty, a key 
organizer and advisor to the 
Amsterdam Board. 

“In other words,” as Cathy 
Patterson, the savvy and devoted 
Sergeant-at-Arms chimes in, “a 
100-member contingent of highly 
charged bowlers from the San 
Francisco Bay Area can be expect¬ 
ed to touch down in the 
Netherlands.” That was music to 
the ears of Chairman E. Miguel 
Thurman, who summed it up best 
by saying, “Amsterdam ’98 was 
once only a vision, but as a reali¬ 
ty this collection of diverse and 
yet cohesive competitors are cer¬ 
tain to be a force of reckoning at 
Gay Games V. We’re off to a great 
start with nowhere to go but up!”

C are for a little transpho¬ 
bia with your tequila? 
You can get a big 
unhealthy shot in the new 
full-page ad for Sauza 
“Conmemorativo” Tequila, which 
features a photograph of an attrac¬ 
tive, bikini-clad woman bearing 
this text across her breasts: “She’s 
a he.” 

Beneath the photo, the ad 
explains, “Life is harsh. Your 
tequila shouldn’t be.” 

Transgendered people do not 
make life “harsh” - transphobic 
people do. This company would 
not (one hopes) even consider 
using the same image with a slo¬ 
gan like “She’s a Jew ... Life is 
harsh.” Sauza’s toast to transpho¬ 
bia is no less bigoted or unaccept¬ 
able. 

A much more positive image 
can be found in the new print cam¬ 
paign from Diesel, a “jeans and 
workwear” company. Diesel’s 
two-page spread is dominated by 
a photograph of a Navy ship arriv¬ 
ing at home port. “Peace At Last,” 
“Welcome Home Boys,” and 
“Victory!” signs rise above the 
welcoming crowd, as streamers 
and confetti fill the air. Aboard 
ship, a row of sailors wave to the 
cheering on-lookers. In the 
photo’s foreground, two male 
sailors stand on the dock, embrac¬ 
ing in a passionate lip-to-lip kiss. 
Both of the men are outfitted in 
traditional Navy garb; a bouquet 
of flowers is held in one sailor’s 
hand, which he wraps around his 
lover’s back. 

This simple yet provocative 
image of gay love is the focal 
point of Diesel’s advertisement. 
Setting aside legitimate concerns 
about military fetishism, the ad 
nevertheless portrays an act that 
most mainstream media (and 
audiences) still abhor. 

Another full page ad, printed in 
the July 7 issue of USA Today, 
paints a cozy picture of a far less 
laudable couple. This advertise¬ 
ment quotes (in very large type) 
the words of Dan Evins, President 
of the Cracker Barrel company. In 
a pitch for his own company as 
well as American Express, Evins 
says: “Pleasing people, honesty, 
trust, value, a hearty meal, a wel¬ 
coming smile. ... That’s what we 
wish to be about. And our rela¬ 
tionship with American Express 
fits that pretty well.” The ad 
includes the familiar American 
Express charge card icon and 
“Don’t Leave Home Without It” 
slogan. 

It is ironic - to say the least - 
that Evins should speak about 
“honesty,” “trust,” and a “wel¬ 
coming smile.” His chain of 
Cracker Barrel stores and restau¬ 
rants has been notoriously homo- 
phobic. In 1990, all Cracker 
Barrel outlets were ordered to 
identify and fire lesbians and 
gays. After an initial witch-hunt 
and subsequent uproar, that direc¬ 
tive was rescinded. Fired employ¬ 
ees, however, were not rehired. 

Unless American Express “fits 
pretty well” with bigotry and job 
discrimination, the company 
should leave home without 
Cracker Barrel.

TV misGuided 

The cover of the August 5-11 
issue of TV Guide proclaims: 
“Tom Selleck Talks Tough - He’s 
Back and He’s Battling Pushy 
Fans, Vicious Rumors, Even 
Barbra Streisand!” 

Inside the magazine, Mary 
Murphy’s article (“Meet The New 
Tough Tom”) dwells on Selleck’s 
anger over rumors that he is gay. 
“What concerns him most,” 
Murphy writes, “is that rumors 
that still haunt him today could 
hurt his child.” She quotes 
Selleck, who - “with fire in his 
eyes” - explains: “I have a wife 
and kid, and I am not going to spit 
on my wife and falsify that com¬ 
mitment. What is implied if 
you’re married and gay? You’ve 
got two lives. I mean, that’s 
crazy.” 

Selleck also states: “I couldn’t 
care less whether people who are 
gay would like me to be gay. This 
is not going to happen. I am as 
proud of my sexual preference 
[sic] as anyone else is. And if a 
gay person finds it insulting to 
have to stay in the closet, I find 
this just as insulting. It isn’t anti¬ 
gay to say you are heterosexual.” 

No, but it is anti-gay (and hard¬ 
ly “tough”) for Selleck to blame 
homosexuals - rather than homo¬ 
phobia - for his “predicament.” 
And it is deeply anti-gay for 7V 
Guide to label speculation about 
homosexuality as “vicious 
rumors.”

Of his role in the new film 
Jeffrey (which is based on the 
stage play about a gay man who 
falls in love just as he is swearing 
off intimacy), actor Steven Weber 
declares: “If anybody is uptight 
about this movie, I think they have 
a problem.” Ironically, Weber 
took that stand on Entertainment 
Tonight (ET ), where host John 
Tesh has been more than a little 
uptight about gays lately. 

On the August 2 broadcast of 
ET, Tesh introduced a segment on 
Jeffrey by noting: “Steven Weber 
is constantly looking for love on 
the NBC series Wings, and he 
finds it in the new movie Jeffrey.” 
Pausing gravely, Tesh then 
intoned: “But you’re in for a 
shock when you see who’s on the 
other end of Steven’s big movie 
kiss.” ET showed the kiss in slow- 
motion (though it was unclear if 
the effect was intended to height¬ 
en or dampen the “shock”). 

Only a few weeks ago, Tesh 
offered equally-sensationalistic 
commentary for a segment dis¬ 
pelling the “dirty rumors” about 


Keanu Reeves’s sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Unfortunately, these ET seg¬ 
ments dance around the subject of 
homophobia. The Jeffrey segment 
never explored why a simple 
same-sex kiss is shocking stuff. 
Tesh could have said that Jeffrey's 
audiences will be “in for an edu¬ 
cation.” And a much-needed edu¬ 
cation at that. 

Fortunately, ET did allow 
Weber himself to celebrate Jeffrey 
as a film that “extols love and liv¬ 
ing.” Viewing the chance to play a 
gay man as a professional oppor¬ 
tunity, Weber said: “I’m just an 
average hetero idiot male, and it 
was an interesting excursion into 
trying something different.” He 
concluded: “A kiss is really just a 
kiss.”

Good advice 

Newspaper advice columnists 
are frequently asked questions 
about homosexuality. For the most 
part - unfortunately - they have 
tended to give fairly rotten 
answers. 

A recent exception can be 
found in T. Berry Brazelton’s syn¬ 
dicated column, “Families 
Today.” A reader wrote to say: “I 
recently saw an article stating that 
playing with dolls may be an early 
indication of homosexuality 
among young boys. ... I feel that 
[my 2-year-old son’s] sweet nur¬ 
turing will make him a good 
father, and that’s what I tell busy- 
bodies who make disparaging 
remarks about his interest in 
dolls.” 

Brazelton replied: “I agree 
entirely. Learning to nurture dolls 
... is not sex-linked, nor is it an 
indication of homosexuality.” 
Significantly, Brazelton went on 
to say (as the reader did not) that: 
“It is a symptom of our homopho¬ 
bic society that we dare not 
encourage gentleness and nurtu- 
rant behavior in young males.” 
Such a statement is certain to raise 
homophobic hackles, especially 
since it appears in a column devot¬ 
ed to a subject fundamentalists 
think they own - “Families 
Today.”

1 love spending my money here' 

Under the B—16K Raised by 
Coming Home Hospice Bingo

Last Thursday, August 3 the 
basement hall at 100 Diamond 
Street in the Castro resounded to 
applause and cheers as representa¬ 
tives from three charities stepped 
onstage to receive a total of 
$16,000 raised by Coming Home 
Hospice Bingo. Fifty percent of 
the second quarter proceeds was 
given to the hospice for which the 
bingo is named, and 50 percent 
was distributed equally between 
Lyon-Martin Women’s Health 
Services and the Godfather 
Service Fund. 

Although the game is played 
with fervor, and people are there 
to win the nearly $3,000 in week¬ 
ly payouts, the real purpose, and 
probably the reason for its popu¬ 
larity - is to raise funds in the 
fight against AIDS. Since 1986, 
when the idea of bingo was pro¬ 
moted as a way to make money 
for the renovation of a convent 
into a hospice, an annual average 
of $64,000 has been donated to 
AIDS-related services. 

Other organizations that have 
been the beneficiaries include the 
San Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
the AIDS Emergency Fund, AIDS 
Foundation Food Bank, Project 
Open Hand, the Most Holy 
Redeemer Support Group, Maitri 
AIDS Hospice, and PAWS. 

Not grandma’s game 

Coming Home Hospice Bingo 
is in a class all by itself. As Jim De 
Tore, one of the volunteers, says, 
“This isn’t the bingo your grand¬ 
mother played!” Noticeably miss¬ 
ing is the solemn hush that per¬ 
vades those other bingo halls as 
people wait for winning numbers 
to be called. This game takes 
place in the heart of the Castro - 
it’s noisy, it’s fun, and players get 
to participate at every level. 

There are “theme” nights, 
when volunteers and players dress 
to suit the occasion, whether it’s 
leather or Easter bonnets, to 
riotous effect. Even in the more 
“normal” games, it is traditional 
for everyone to join in a response 
to the call of number 22 with a 
high-pitched sing-song chorus of 


“Tu-tu, tu-tu.” And, as one might 
suspect, the number 69 brings out 
an extraordinary response from 
the crowd - something between 
shocked squeals and the call of the 
wild. 

Players come in every shape, 
size, age, and gender. Alyson 
Kelloway was the lucky Bingo 
Queen last Thursday, which is to 
say she won the first game of the 
evening. Resplendent in a pink 
feathered tiara denoting her new 
status, she told the B.A.R., “I 
always have fun coming here, but 
this is my first win ever. I am the 
Queen tonight, I’m having a won¬ 
derful time.” 

Former volunteer Scott 
Douglass, sitting nearby, was also 
a winner. “They graciously paid 
me $200,” he said. “This is the 
greatest place to be, because the 
money goes to the best cause in 
the world, giving a bit of respite to 
those who are not faring so well. 

“I love spending my money 
here. I know where it goes, and 
the people who take care of this 
are a tremendous group to be asso¬ 
ciated with.” 


Community feel 

The bingo is run as a totally 
non-profit venture. Co-chairs 
Michael Corral and Bill Hargrove, 
along with volunteer coordinator 
Bart Shulman, lead a group of 
nearly 60 people who do every¬ 
thing and anything to help out. 
They serve and clean behind the 
snack bar; go up and down the 
aisles selling pull tabs and inter¬ 
mission games; call the winning 
numbers; and make sure that play¬ 
ers receive assistance during the 
games. New volunteers are always 
welcome, says Hargrove. “Some 
people come Svery week, every 
other week, or once a month. They 
choose their own schedule - they 
tell us when they can work and we 
give them a job.” 

Don Pence has been a volun¬ 
teer for nearly six years. “One 
thing nice about volunteering here 
at Bingo is that it provides an out¬ 
let for people who cannot deal 
one-on-one with AIDS patients 
for whatever reason,” he says. 


“and this way they can be of some 
assistance. 

“Our bingo has a real commu¬ 
nity feel to it.” 

Retailers in the Castro have 
responded to that feeling, and fre¬ 
quently contribute whatever they 
can. Through the years Suzanne’s 
Muffins has provided nearly 
14,000 delicacies, and each week 
Welcome Home restaurant 
donates a gift certificate for two 
meals. 

Loyalty among players at the 
Thursday night games is leg¬ 
endary. The same people come 
week after week, throughout the 
years, to contribute to AIDS 
groups and support Coming Home 
Hospice, which is located across 
the street from the bingo hall. 
Nurse Janet Spelman, who accept¬ 
ed the check for the hospice, 
observed, “Because of Coming 
Home Hospice Bingo, people with 
terminal illness can get the care, 
with dignity, that everyone 
deserves.” 

Although Bingo has a large 
male population that participates, 
more women are joining in. Janet 
Feeney volunteers at the bingo pro 
shop, which sells intermission 
specials and markers for the 
games. 

“Being around the people who 
are customers is a priority,” she 
says. “I am really impressed by 
the contributions that are given 
back by players after they win a 
game. When players give back 
whatever they can it never fails to 
show me that there are still people 
in our environment who are open¬ 
ly generous and warm. 

“They give not only from their 
heart and soul, but from their 
finances that we all struggle and 
work so hard for.” ▼

Community Development officials and those at the 
Oakland Housing Authority officials confirmed to the 
B.A.R. that, despite a more than $2.2 million housing 
and community development loan from the state in 
1992 for seismic repairs and overall rehabilitation, it 
is still only “marginally habitable.” 

That’s a diplomatic way of saying the six-story 
building located at 1445 Harrison Street, near down¬ 
town Oakland, is a dump. 

Scot-free owners 

One problem, said one county housing official, is 
that despite frequent demands for greater safety pre¬ 
cautions and for repairs and upgrades, vaguely written 
contractual agreements between the owners and 
grantors make it easy for recalcitrant landlords to get 
off scot-free. 

A 1993 contract reached between HUD and 
Shelter Plus Care stated that approximately $2.5 mil¬ 
lion covering a ten-year period would be paid out 
monthly towards Section 8 rental payments to owners 
of Coit Apartments. Clients find out about Coit and 
other Shelter Plus Care programs through 11 non¬ 
profit agencies, spread throughout the county. The 
program provides support services and affordable 
housing to individuals who are homeless and HIV¬ 
positive, substance abusers, or mentally impaired. 


Many see it as an ideal way to house the multi-diag¬ 
nosed HIV/AIDS population in Alameda County. 

Officials connected with the project told the B.A.R. 
at the time of McGinnis’s letter their own investiga¬ 
tion was underway; for starters, they said, they will 
require the owners to agree to hire a on-site manage¬ 
ment team. 

Such a step is apparently very much needed, and 
welcomed by most residents. 

On a recent visit, stops at random floors revealed a 
number of residents (or visitors) who were clearly 
stoned, according to McGinnis, on crack. “I’m tired of 
it,” said one woman, as she finished her trip down six 
flights of stairs. 

Currently, of 32 units tied to Shelter Plus Care at 
Coit Apartments, 20 tenants live there; additionally 53 
additional units are under rehabilitation for the “gen¬ 
eral” homeless population. 

There are currently 8,300 units in the Section 8 
program in Oakland, for various types of homeless 
populations, according to a spokesperson with the 
Oakland Housing Authority. Inspections are required 
before a lease is ever signed. 

One resident told the B.A.R. during a recent visit 
that the only alternative he was offered was the 
California Hotel, which he described as “worse than 
the Coit.” Less than one block away from Coit 
Apartments, 59 homeless people with dual diagnoses 
are scheduled to be housed at the Harrison Hotel, 
under similar funding by Shelter Plus Care. ▼

tion whose members must often obtain security clear¬ 
ances for their work, also praised the action and 
observed, “Sexual orientation has nothing to do with 
one’s trustworthiness.” 

‘A 180 degree about-face’ 

Clinton’s order “completes the process of remov¬ 
ing all vestiges of anti-gay and lesbian discrimination 
from the process of granting security clearances at the 
federal level,” claimed Congressman Barney Frank 
(D-Massachusetts). 

“This has done something we could not have con¬ 
ceived of years ago,” said Frank Kameny, whose 
denial of a security clearance in 1957 led him to 
champion that cause for nearly four decades. “It not 
[only] gets the government to pull back its claws as an 
active, hostile adversary, but to do a 180 degree about- 


face and offer actual affirmative protection.” 

However, Kameny acknowledged, he harbors 
some reservations as well: the administration has 
refused to rescind the 1953 executive order 10450, 
which labels “sexual perversion” - a code word for 
homosexuality - as grounds for denial of a security 
clearance. Furthermore, the new order defers to older 
orders when there are conflicts between them. 

“The question becomes what you get when some 
homophobic agency security clearance director 
decides to invoke that,” Kameny observed, adding 
that he is “left uneasy by that sort of thing.” 

He counsels “vigilance.” 

Moreover, it should be stressed, lesbians and gays 
should exercise some caution - and avoid the closet. 
While sexual orientation alone may no longer serve as 
the basis for denial of a security clearance, lying about 
it can be. Living the kind of life where one is, or 
appears to be, ashamed of one’s orientation may well 
be interpreted as grounds for potential blackmail, and 
hence denial of clearance. Y

killed Wilson by striking her in the head approximate¬ 
ly 15 times with “a blunt object” sometime between 
8:15 and 9 a.m. 

Outside the courtroom on Tuesday, Detective Jeff 
Carroll said the investigation is ongoing, and con¬ 
firmed that investigators have not been able to find a 
murder weapon. “The weapon hasn’t been found. It 


could be anything - a stick, a bar, a bat, anything.” 

After the arraignment, Hugh Levine, a private San 
Francisco attorney who is defending Robbins, said 
that Robbins was at Wilson’s home on the morning of 
her death and did indeed call 911. He declined com¬ 
ment, however, on why Robbins was with Wilson on 
the morning of her death. 

Deputy District Attorney Kevin Jones appeared in 
high spirits about winning the case against Robbins, 
whose trial is scheduled to begin on November 1. 
“The evidence shows that she was there [at the mur¬ 
der scene],” he said. ▼

nize anything special about his own 
favorite nasty habits.” 

“In truth there is no justifica¬ 
tion for most chapters of the crim¬ 
inal law,” Loomis wrote. “And 
therefore it is still OK to be ‘prej¬ 
udiced’ or ‘biased against’ crimi¬ 
nals, such as molesters and ped¬ 
erasts, and fire them for it.” 

He also argued that homosexu¬ 
al acts “are despised” and said that 
discrimination against lesbians 
and gays was “justified and appro¬ 
priate” because voters had acted 
through President Clinton and 
Congress to “rid themselves” of 
openly gay military personnel. 

He said that the state had no 
choice but to fire Holmes for vio¬ 
lating the federal “don’t ask, don’t 
tell” policy. 

Holmes’s lawyer Paul Wotman 
called the comments by Loomis 
“outrageously prejudiced and 
anti-gay” and said they reveal the 
extensive prejudice behind the 
military policy. 

Loomis’s comments were 
widely denounced after they were 
made public, and even Judge 
Armstrong expressed concerns 
about the remarks during a hear¬ 
ing last month, saying they had 
not gone unnoticed by the court. 


Mine enemy’s enmity 

“I write to assure the Court that 
the passages suggestive of person¬ 
al enmity toward the plaintiff or 
the plaintiff’s sexual orientation 
do not reflect the attitude of this 
office. Please be assured it is not 
the policy of this office to advance 
the legal positions of its clients in 
terms that ridicule or personally 
denigrate their opponents in 
court,” wrote Lungren’s Chief 
Assistant Attorney General 
Robert Mukai. 

According to Mukai, the lan¬ 
guage of the brief was not 
Lungren’s, and the attorney gener¬ 
al would never have used such 
language. 

Holmes’s co-counsel J. Kuo of 
Howard, Rice, Nemerovski, Candy, 
Falk and Rabkin told the Bay Area 
Reporter he was pleased that 
Loomis is no longer on the case. 

“I’m glad he was removed; he 
was very difficult to deal with,” 
Kuo said. “Let’s hope he’s learned 
a strong session from this. He was 
a loose cannon in the attorney 
general’s office. They need to 
develop a procedure to ensure that 
people representing the state on 
sensitive matters have an under¬ 
standing of the issues they are 
dealing with.” 

Armstrong has not yet issued a 
ruling in the case. ▼

FDA and activists discuss 
thalidomide; trials now open

n the battle for AIDS treat¬ 
ments, no drug has been put 
through the wringer more 
HI than thalidomide. The tragic 
side of the famous drug 
involves the birth defects it caused 
in infants bom to European moth¬ 
ers who took the drug in the late 
1950s for morning sickness. The 
positive side is that new research 
into the drug may answer some 
vital questions about the immune 
system and AIDS pathogenesis. 

Through wider access, more 
people are now using thalidomide, 
and improvements are being seen: 
it is not a cure, but it evidently can 
promote quality of life in people 
with AIDS. Gilla Kaplan, a lead¬ 
ing researcher at Rockefeller 
University in New York, is doing 
fascinating work on using thalido¬ 
mide to lower the level of TNF 
(tumor necrosis actor, a normal 
body chemical that is often exces¬ 
sive in HIV disease, and can then 
cause wasting, and also make HIV 
grow faster). Her recent study, 
finally published in Molecular 
Medicine , shows that the drug 
reduces TNF alpha levels in 
patients with TB; half of those 
people were also infected with 
HIV. 

The birth defect tragedy of 40 
years ago changed the approval 
process for drugs at the Food and 
Drug Administration, the U.S. 
regulatory agency that oversees 
safety and efficacy for all new 
drags being marketed. The impli¬ 
cations of the effect drags may 
have on unborn fetuses have influ¬ 
enced the way trials are ran, and 
have unfairly caused exclusion of 
pregnant and non-pregnant 
women in most studies, regardless 
of precautions and screening pro¬ 
cedures. Consequently, this issue 
has delayed important therapies 
like thalidomide for all people 
with AIDS, especially women. 

In the absence of FDA 
approval for thalidomide, over 
200 people are now using it under¬ 
ground: local physicians who are 
prescribing the drag are seeing 
definite weight gain in almost all 
those patients. Granted, this is 
anecdotal, but anecdotal among 
doctors. 

Research - there is tons of lit¬ 
erature on thalidomide - shows 
that the drag is relatively safe, 
although toxicity in people with 
AIDS is less clear. Additional 
AIDS studies underway will fur¬ 
ther add to our knowledge of its 
safety. Unfortunately, enormous 
media coverage and widespread 
panic has slowed progress in 
development of the drag against 
AIDS and other diseases today. 

“As long as the drag is illegal it 
jeopardizes all of our positions for 
development,” said Kaplan. 
“Until we enroll the clinical trials 
.and finish the studies, compas¬ 
sionate use will never come 
about.” 

Clinical trials open 

Clinical trials of thalidomide 
for aphthous ulcers, weight gain, 
and lowering tumor necrosis fac¬ 
tor are having difficulty enrolling 
in the Bay Area and across the 
country. Some of the trials have 
limiting exclusion criteria and are 
placebo-controlled, but if you get 
drag, it is free. (For more informa¬ 
tion, call 1-800 TRIALS-A.) 

These studies are an important 
venue for access and should con¬ 
currently provide researchers with 
important data on thalidomide, 
which the FDA is demanding 
before approval. Thalidomide is 
available for people with aphthous

ulcers through an Emergency 
Release Program through the 
FDA - but somewhat ineffective¬ 
ly. Access had been problematic 
until buyers’ clubs established an 
Underground Thalidomide 
Compassionate Use Program that 
provides drag to anyone who fol¬ 
lows the carefully planned safety 
procedures. 

Furthermore, ACT UP/Golden 
Gate is working with Healing 
Alternatives Foundation to moni¬ 
tor people on thalidomide, in 
order to gain important observa¬ 
tional data that will help answer 
critical question on toxicities and 
weight gain. (This is the second 
Observational Data Base that 
ACT UP/Golden Gate has 
designed; the first was on d4T 
use.) 

Recently AIDS activists met 
with FDA officials in Rockville, 
Maryland in a meeting called by 
the PWA Health Group in New 
York and Healing Alternatives 
from San Francisco, to alleviate 
the feds’ concerns about under¬ 
ground thalidomide usage and to 
discuss the underground supply, 
procedures, and policies. The 
goals of the meeting, activists 
said, were to urge the FDA to be 
realistic about the potential of 
thalidomide and to push for com¬ 
passionate use against wasting 
syndrome. 

It was clear from the beginning 
of the meeting where the FDA 
stands: their opening statement 
was concerning unborn fetuses, 
and not access for people with 
AIDS. 

Eventually, to stress the impor¬ 
tance of access to thalidomide 
outside of placebo-controlled clin¬ 
ical trials, Curtis Ponzi, an attor¬ 
ney present on behalf of the buy¬ 
ers’ clubs, held up the B.A.R. obit¬ 
uary section and said, “This is our 
control group.” 

Off-label, post-market 

With all the research to be done 
on thalidomide, it would seem 
logical that the way to have access 
to it is through pharmacies, but 
given the paranoia and illegality 
of the drag, that may take a long 
time. Brenda Lein from Project 
Inform stated, “I’m hopeful that 
an NDA [New Drag Application] 
can be made for aphthous ulcers 
with expedited approval, because 
there is so much data in this area. 
This would effectively address 
access for people who could use 
the drug for weight gain by 
acquiring the drag off-label. 

“However, if this course of 
action is to be taken, Andralis [the 
company that makes thalidomide 
in the U.S.] must guarantee post- 
marketing studies, to ensure that 
the research gets done.” 

A few caveats: because there 
are women with AIDS who may 
want a shot at thalidomide thera¬ 
py, we must acknowledge that 


birth defects are a very serious 
issue. But with appropriate label¬ 
ing and warnings thalidomide 
could safely be prescribed like the 
acne medication, Acutane, which 
also can cause birth defects. 

There are also hints that neu¬ 
ropathy may be a problem for 
thalidomide users, as well as rash¬ 
es and the masking of serious 
infections like tuberculosis and 
MAC. But even with these risks in 
mind, given proper vigilant moni¬ 
toring, thalidomide is probably no 
more dangerous than other drags. 

For a while at least, media 
hype, regulatory roadblocks, and 
superstitions will prevent access 
to many people who need thalido¬ 
mide. This is sad, but somewhat 
typical, in the history of AIDS 
drag development. ▼

The Hugh Grant thing: who really blew it? 
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by Michael C. Botkin 

T he recent Hugh Grant 
flap, and the public reac¬ 
tion to it, baffles me. For 
those of you who have 
been in a coma for the 
past month, or stopped watching 
the news because you couldn’t 
take any more O.J. coverage. 
Grant, a handsome, clean-cut 
British actor, was arrested in L.A. 
for getting a blow job from a 
prostie in his car. Since then Grant 
has made the rounds of talk shows 
giving shame-faced apologies and 
reaping a media bonanza for his 
just-released, mediocre movie. 
The sex-worker who serviced him 
has sold her story to a British 
tabloid for $160,000. And swarms 
of paparazzi have descended on 
Grant’s girlfriend who, however, 
refuses to comment. 

Grant copped a plea, paid a fine 


of about a thousand dollars, and 
hit the circuit of TV talk shows. 
His appearance on the Tonight 
Show, just after the bust, gave Jay 
Leno’s show a lead in the ratings 
over Letterman for the first time in 
history. 


Commentary 


Grant’s public apologies were 
so widely televised that even I saw 
one. I tend to avoid talk shows, 
but as I channel-surfed one night I 
paused to listed to the handsome 
moppet express contrition for his 
sin. “I did a bad, bad thing. It was 
wrong. It was stupid,” he said. The 
audience ate it up. 

I was perplexed. What was the 
terrible thing he’d done? Get a 
blow job? Get caught having 
semi-public sex? It’s true that by 


the time a star reaches the heights 
that Grant has scaled, they’re sup¬ 
posed to hire escorts who come to 
their rooms, rather than hiring 
prosties on the street. Was this 
violation of class status the “bad 
thing” that he’d done? 

If he’d answered instead, “I 
didn’t do anything so terrible, it’s 
your laws that are stupid and you 
all know it,” I don’t suppose he’d 
be lionized so. And then he would 
lose the opportunity to boost his 
movie, a lackluster film that needs 
all the help it can get. But I, for 
one, would stand up and cheer. 
His hang-dog confession and the 
titillated giggles of the audience 
gratified by watching him grovel 
for his naughtiness made me sick. 

The $160,000 dick 

Most aspects of the story, as 
presented by the mainstream 
media, perplex me. What informa¬ 
tion did the sex-worker, who was 
paid $160,000, give that was 
worth that kind of money? There 
were some tantalizing details 
about Grant’s dick. “It was cute,” 
she said. “I’d give it a six.” 

I took this to mean that she fig¬ 
ured he was six inches long. My 
partner strenuously disagrees. 
“She didn’t say ‘six’ she said ‘a 
six,’ like on a ten-point scale.” He 
further points out that the term 
“cute” often implies “small” or 
diminutive, and certainly isn’t 
attached to items that are also 
described as “large.” 

Given the vagueness of the 
information, was it really worth 
enough to support five middle 
class families for a year? Is this 
person’s value really enhanced 
$160,000 because she touched 
Grant’s dick? 


is, evidently, yes. It makes this 
person the best paid sex-worker in 
L.A. for that week, at least; maybe 
for the whole year. Heidi Fleiss 
and her upper-class hookers look 
cheap by comparison. Grant him¬ 
self, she claims, paid her $60 for 
the act. This strikes me as rather 
steep for a curbside blow job, 
which I understand you can get on 
Capp Street for $10 (or less, in bad 
weather). And now she, like 
Grant, can work the TV circuit. 
You would think they’d done 
something special, instead of just 
have sex. There must have been 
thousands of blow jobs in L.A. 
alone that very day, possibly sev¬ 
eral hundred in parked cars. 
Somehow this one had elevated its 
participants to stardom. 

So Grant gets, in addition to a 
blow job, a chance to promote his 
movie. The sex worker gets big 
bucks and fame. The only person 
to come out behind on this is 
Grant’s girlfriend, who has to con¬ 
tend with a glare of harsh publici¬ 
ty. No matter what she does, she’s 
damned by the public. If she for¬ 
gives him, she’s condoning slut- 
dom. If she dumps him she’s vin¬ 
dictive. Some snicker that she 
apparently wasn’t able to satisfy 
him. 

And imagine what it was like, 
returning from Italy or wherever, 
and being ambushed at the airport 
by hundreds of tabloid press 
hounds demanding to know what 
you thought about your boyfriend 
getting caught getting a blow job. 
Finally the whole affair seems to 
have slightly tarnished her reputa¬ 
tion while the actual participants 
in the illegal event have, in con¬ 
trast, reaped significant benefits 
from getting caught. 

At least one creative individual 
has suggested that Grant staged 
the whole incident to cover closet¬ 
ed homosexuality. Willing as I am 
to entertain accusations of queer- 
dom in public figures, I don’t find 
this a convincing possibility. 
Grant is one of about a half-dozen 
actors who hasn’t been suspected 
of homosexuality. And how would 
you arrange to get caught? “Come 
’n honey. No, not here! Let me 
drive up a ways and park under 
that street lamp, across from the 
police car. It’ll be safer.” 

This scenario is a little far¬ 
fetched. But such speculation 
flourishes in the atmosphere of 
delightful scandal raised by the 
arrest. 

Twisted logic 

It is a significant sign of the 
low level of the debate that two 
key issues that the Grant arrest 
should have raised have remained 
completely absent from all main¬ 
stream media coverage of the inci¬ 
dent: safe sex and the legal status 
of sex workers. 


Given that this was the most 
heavily publicized sex act per¬ 
formed in the United States this 
year. I’m curious to know if it was 
safe sex or not. Did they use a 
condom? Did they discuss it at 
all? I don’t think any medical 
authority would claim that the sex 
worker could have infected Grant 
with AIDS by sucking on his dick, 
but some would insist that Grant 
put the worker at risk; what about 
legal liability? Could the sex- 
worker insist on having Grant 
HIV tested? 

If they did use a condom, then 
I would as soon have this fact pub¬ 
licized, to show the public how 
safe sex is becoming a norm. If 
they didn’t, then there should be 
some discussion of how and why 
they did not, and the risks they 
incurred. Getting a blow job is no 
sin; exposing someone to AIDS is 
a crime. But the media didn’t even 
touch the issue. 

More frustrating is their refusal 
to examine the question of 
whether, in fact, Grant had done 
anything wrong at all in the first 
place. Who is harmed by consen¬ 
sual prostitution? Grant wasn’t 
harmed, except by the fine which 
was caused by the law against his 
blow job, not the blow job itself. 
The sex worker got sixty bucks, 
plus $160,000, plus international 
fame. Who was hurt by this 
crime? 

And was this law worth enforc¬ 
ing? It probably cost the City of 
L.A. a couple of thousand dollars 
in police and court time to arrest 
and book Grant. Was it really 
worth it to the city to spend all this 
money to keep Grant from getting 
a blow job? Doesn’t the whole 
incident pretty much demand that 
the twisted logic criminalizing 
prostitution be re-examined? 

Apparently not. And part of the 
unspoken deal allowing him all 
this positive publicity is that Grant 
wouldn’t raise it. Thus his “I was 
a bad boy who did a stupid thing” 
schtick. 

All this confirms what we 
already knew: that America is 
seriously screwed up when it 
comes to anything having to do 
with sex. But this combination of 
moralistic mock-outrage with gig¬ 
gling titillation is particularly irri¬ 
tating. If people really think that 
prostitution and blow jobs are 
evil, they shouldn’t reward Grant 
for engaging in them. If they 
don’t, then these acts shouldn’t be 
crimes. Oh well, what can you 
expect from a government that 
with one hand funds ads to dis¬ 
courage smoking, and with the 
other disburses money to the pro¬ 
ducers of tobacco? 

The Grant incident reaffirms 
the well-known equation: sex + 
the media = distortion and 
hypocrisy. ▼

'World and Time Enough’ 

by Maria De La 0 

E ric Mueller’s World and Time Enough does not age 
well. It won the Audience Award for Best Feature when 
it premiered at the Gay and Lesbian Film Festival in 
1994, but in 1995 its characters are looking fatigued and 
its wrinkles are deepening. 

The story takes place in Minneapolis and 
centers on Mark, played unconvincingly by 
Matt Guidry, and his boyfriend Joey, 
played better by Gregory G. Giles. 

Content in their relationship with 
each other, both men are involved 
in their own searches for identity, 
searches that aren’t particularly 
compelling. For Mark, identity 
comes through his art: he is well- 
aware of his mortality and wants to 
make a difference in the world 
before he is gone. The stakes are 
raised when his father, his only liv¬ 
ing relative, dies unexpectedly. Mark 
withdraws from Joey and the world 
and becomes obsessed with building a 
cathedral as a monument to his father and 
to himself, something immense and beautiful 
that will last for centuries. 

Mark is a twentysomething, overeducated, HIV-positive sculptor who 
builds huge, AIDS-activist, quasi-legal installations on other people’s land. To pay his rent and bail, he dons a button- 
down shirt and works as a temp who engages in corporate sabotage by erasing computer hard drives whenever he 
gets the chance; with his conservative looks he’s the perfect saboteur. The problem is, while Mark could have 
been a compelling character a few years ago, in 1995, after at least ten years of public and activist AIDS

KQED’s Unsettling 
'The Question of Equality’ 

by Paul Bollwinkel 

W atching a four-hour television series on the gay and lesbian struggle for civil rights in 
America is a bit like riding a roller coaster without leaving your living room. For 
every upbeat, inspiring moment of courage or justified outrage, there are two or three 
rude awakenings that hurl you right back to earth. By the time it’s over. The Question 
of Equality, the groundbreaking new PBS series airing on KQED August 14 and 15 (and nation¬ 
wide in October), will leave you thinking that the gay movement’s biggest achievement is that it 
exists at all. 

Funded in part by the Corporation for Public Broadcasting and Britain’s Channel 4, The 
Question of Equality is the first program of its kind to appear on U.S. television. British film¬ 
maker Isaac Julien produced the series, whose four segments were written and directed by an 
esteemed assembly of gay and lesbian visual artists: Arthur Dong ( Coming Out Under Fire)', 

Tina DiFeliciantonio (Living With AIDS) and Jane C. Wagner; Robyn Hutt (Voices From 
the Front)-, and Robert Byrd (Get Over It). 

The mix of approaches - Dong’s hour is straightforward documentary, Byrd 
incorporates poetry, performance and MTV-inspired camera work, the women 
split their hours into 60 Minutes-Mke news segments - creates a 


visually interesting potpourri that will serve as a

refresher course for anyone 
who’s attended gay film festi¬ 
vals over the last 20 years, and a 
startling primer for those not yet 
exposed to the progress and 
frustrations experienced by gay 
Americans. All four hours are 
surprisingly frank both in lan¬ 
guage and imagery, which is 
likely to engender among spon¬ 
sors the kind of censorship woes 
that plagued PBS’ national 
broadcast of Tales of the City. 

The series begins on a posi¬ 
tive note with Arthur Dong’s 
Out Rage ’69, a clear-headed 
account of the time before, dur¬ 
ing and after the Stonewall riots. 
Incorporating interviews with 
Stonewall participants and 
rarely seen archival footage, the 


segment paints a vivid picture of 
a country emerging from a 
decade of political and social 
activism by detailing the split 
between the Gay Liberation 
Front, whose members voted to 
align themselves with the Black 
Panthers, and the Gay Activist 
Alliance, which was founded by 
disgruntled GLF members who 
felt the Panthers were homopho¬ 
bic and that gays should focus 
on their own issues. Out Rage 
'69 ends with a too-brief look at 
Anita Bryant’s successful 1977 
campaign to overturn Dade 
County, Florida’s gay rights 
ordinance. Many activists recall 
that fight as a necessary shot in 
the arm for burgeoning gay 
rights activism all over the 
country.

Norton Sound in the early ’70s, 
shortly after women were first 
allowed to serve on military 
ships. It continues with the

hen Fox TV 
announced its fall 
lineup last spring, 
among the entries 
was a comedy about a group of 
“young and sexy flight atten¬ 
dants who deal with whiny pas¬ 
sengers.” It didn’t take a rocket 
scientist to figure out that some¬ 
where in the formula for Cabin 
Pressure there’d be a gay stew¬ 
ard. After all, how many straight 
male flight attendants do you 
know? 

Well, lo and behold, my first 
call to the network about CP 
confirmed my hunch. 
Premiering August 31, Fox has 
now renamed the show The 
Crew and has realigned its for¬ 
mat. What began as a sitcom 
concentrating only on the two 
female flight attendants now 
focuses on the entire ensemble. 

That’s good news for the gay 
steward Paul Steadman, played 
by David Burke, who makes it 
quite clear in his press bio that 
he’s married with two children. 
Though straight-acting in style, 
Steadman’s character is at least 
open enough to relate that his 
homosexuality can be traced 
back to a love of his sister’s 
Susie Homemaker Easy-Bake 
oven. OK. Fine. He’s got my 
attention -1 can relate. 

But Burke loses me when he 
delivers the customary “It was

Football. There’s no zip, no 
panache. Hello? You’re playing 
gay. No, you don’t have to be a 
big queen, but you could at least 
inject enough faggotry to the 
line to make it convincing. 
Didn’t they teach you anything 
in comedy school? 

Nevertheless, the character is 
quite open about his sexuality, 
so I’ve got to give the show, if 
not Burke, some points for that. 

Judging from the series pilot, 
however, most of the gay jokes 
come from characters other than 
Steadman, as in the following 
exchange, in which Steadman 
pretends to be the boyfriend of 
one of the female flight atten¬ 
dants: 


Maggie: Paul, try to act a lit¬ 
tle more masculine. 

Paul: What? I resent that. 
You’re only saying that because 
I’m gay. 

Maggie: No, I’m saying it 
because you’re Jewish. Now 
butch it up. 

Or this one, in which the 
flight attendant’s evil boss 
absorbs a jibe from Steadman 
with the following retort - a la 
Sue Ann Nivens:

art, the image of the ACT-UP 
artist has become a stereotype in 
queer literature and film. On an 
even larger scale, pop culture 
has latched on to the idea of a 
jaded, underemployed “Gener¬ 
ation X” with a vengeance. 
Mark wouldn’t be bad as a sup¬ 
porting player in a movie, but he 
induces a big yawn as its central 
focus. 

Joey, who was adopted as a 
child, is searching for his identi¬ 
ty by searching for family. He is 
a dutiful uncle to his sister’s 
young daughter and dreams of a 
white-picket future with Mark. 
But these things aren’t enough. 
He embarks on an ill-fated quest 
for his birth family after his 
adoptive father rejects him for 


being gay (it’s the typical raging 
father-weak mother routine). 
Beware: When Joey tells his 
sympathetic sister Marie 
(Bernadette Sullivan) about his 
search for something he can only 
describe as “someone to show 
me that I am real,” she gives him 
a hackneyed lecture on the 
meaning of “chosen family.” 

Less Mark, more Joey 

But Joey, a hunky city sanita¬ 
tion worker, is still a more inter¬ 
esting character than Mark. He 
picks up road trash with Zen- 
like peace, saving whatever dis¬ 
carded items catch his fancy. 
Though he doesn’t call himself 
an artist, he carts his found 
items home and carefully 
arranges them into a kind of 
intimate art, creations meant 
solely for his own enjoyment.

Victor/Victoria 

Julie Andrews is Still 
Victoria's Secret

y ictorA'ictoria was wait¬ 
ing for me on the stage 
of the historic Orpheum 
Theatre in Minneapolis, 
unexpectedly, on my first visit 
to the Twin Cities. So I bought a 
ticket, escaping the buzz of my 
convention in St. Paul, and took 
a taxi to Minneapolis. I had read 
nothing about the show except 
for an interview with Julie 
Andrews in a Twin Cities maga¬ 
zine. 

First, let me say that 
Victor/Victoria is one of my all- 
time favorite films. As one of 
the first mainstream films to 
deal in a joyous manner with 
issues of homosexuality, it rep¬ 
resented a breakthrough in 
1982, when it was first released. 
The following year, much on the 
strength of her performance in 
V/V., Julie Andrews was paraded 
through Harvard Square in a 
drag-filled convertible as the tri¬ 
umphant recipient of the Hasty 
Pudding Award. I was a gradu¬ 
ate student at Harvard that year, 
and I cheered her on as she 
waved to the crowd. 

So, needless to say, I entered 
the theatre with high expecta¬ 
tions. 

Victor/Victoria, the stage 
incarnation, begins hopefully, 
with a scene verbatim from the 
movie in which Toddy (Tony 
Roberts) watches his dubious 
boyfriend get out of his bed and 
empty his pockets. Aha! I 
thought, the stage play is the 
movie! Alas, it was not to be. 

Overlooking for the time 
being what a pale incarnation of 
the flamboyant queen Tony 
Roberts is, compared to the 
extraordinarily daring perfor¬ 
mance of the late Robert 
Preston, I was willing to give 
him the benefit of the doubt. 
Although his delivery was 
monotonous, his singing voice 
was acceptable. 

Trouble develops, however, 
just after the scene in which Ms. 
Andrews first appears as the 
starving, out-of-work Victoria 
Grant, and auditions for a disin¬ 
terested club owner, Monsieur 
Labisse (Adam Heller). As 
devotees of the film will recall, 
Victoria exits the scene of her 
disastrous audition to enter into 
two cathartic and hilarious 
i episodes involving a cockroach. 
One has her evicted from her 
room by a heartless concierge, 
and the following scene, memo¬ 
rable in the oeuvre of director 
Blake Edwards, has her escape 
without paying from a Paris 
restaurant by planting said bug 
in a salad. Both of these scenes 
have been inexplicably removed 
from the stage version. Instead - 
and this is where the real trouble 
begins - Ms. Andrews’ Victoria 
sits in a rain-soaked doorway 
and sings a self-pitying song, 
“I’ve No Idea Where I’m 
Going.” 

The song is unsingable, as is 
much of the music added to the 
original score. I was immediate¬ 
ly reminded of the musical ver¬ 
sion of Goodbye, Mr. Chips, 
with lyrics also by Mr. Bricusse. 
One critic noted at the time that 
poor Petula Clark was required 
to sing “songs that sounded like 
the Magna Carta set to music.” 


Woman of a certain age 

The good news is that Julie 
Andrews is Julie Andrews. On 
stage, presumably night after 
night, she is her old indefatiga¬ 
ble self, singing and hoofing up 
a storm. If she does not hold the 
high note of “Le Jazz Hot” as 
long as she did in the movie, she 
is still in fine voice, and her 
larger-than-life presence fills 
the theater when she has the 
opportunity to belt ‘em out. 

The drag aspect of her char¬ 
acter is also, fortuitously, helped 
by the physical distance that 
necessarily separates the actors 
from the theater, rather than the 
movie, audience. Now a woman 
of a certain age, Ms. Andrews is 
far more convincing in her tuxe¬ 
do as the youngish Count 
Grezinsky when viewed from 
the third row of a balcony than 


she was larger than life onscreen 
13 years ago. 

Ironically, the best aspect of 
Blake Edwards’ movies, his 
slapstick humor, falls flat, so to 
speak, on the stage. An unscript¬ 
ed female character reappears 
several times, more irritatingly 
each time, in order to take a 
pratfall from which she emerges 
intact, like Wiley Coyote, to 
give a thumbs-up to the audi¬ 
ence. It is a sorry, amateurish 
shtick. Only during a bedroom 
farce scene, where characters 
move stealthily from one hotel 
suite to another, accompanied 
by Pink Panther-Yike back¬ 
ground music, does the play 
begin to emulate the magic of 
Edwards’ best movie. 

Rachel York chews up the 
scenery as the Judy Holliday 
bimbo character, but her perfor¬ 


mance is such a to-the-letter 
impersonation of Lesley Ann 
Warren’s sublime Norma 
Cassidy in the movie that Ms. 
Warren could sue and win. The 
musical number “Chicago, 
Illinois,” performed by Norma 
and The Girls, was roundly crit¬ 
icized in the film version as 
mysogynistic and lewd. It is 
both, and it has survived, inex¬ 
plicably, intact. 

Since my viewing of it, the 
play has spent the summer in 


Chicago on its way to 
Broadway. There is ample time 
for someone to do some major 
rewriting. One can only hope 
that some of the essence of the 
film version of Victor/Victoria 
will be revived on stage for its 
New York opening. ▼

arlier this summer, there 
||L^ was no escaping it. That 

song. You know the one. 

At the time, I was on a 
cross-country roadtrip, and 
every “modern rock” station 
across the nation was playing it. 
Incessantly. 

At first, it just seemed cute. A 
little innocuous ditty about a girl 
experimenting with lesbianism 
for the first time, Jill Sobule’s “I 
Kissed A Girl” was one of the 
few songs I’d heard on main¬ 
stream radio to address lesbian¬ 
ism so candidly. But after hear¬ 
ing it umpteen-zillion times, it 
started to sound like fingernails 
on a chalkboard. 

And it wasn’t merely the fact 
that the song was cheeky. It 
seemed as if she were making a 
novelty of lesbianism in an “oh- 
how-cute” sort-of way. Perusing 
the Internet’s alt.music.altema- 
tive.female newsgroup, I found 
others who felt the same way. 
Many accused Sobule of cater¬ 
ing to lesbian chic. 

With the song’s success, 
Sobule has had a lot to answer 
for. In a recent interview in 
Venice magazine, she defended 
her song by saying, “It’s great if 
the song makes some confused 
teenage girl feel more normal. 
I’m surprised by the amount of 
attention it’s receiving.” And in 
ROCKRGRL, she was quoted, 
“It’s not scTmuch a statement as 
a goofy little story that had the 
kind of intrigue and feeling of a 
first kiss. And I was able to do it 
with the same sex thing, because 
if I were going to write about 
my first kiss with a boy, that 
would have been from a 12- 
year-old perspective, whereas 
this could be from anybody’s 
age group, and I thought that 
was a really fun thing to do. I 
love it for its dumbness.” 

While it may certainly be a 
“dumb song,” the same can’t be 
said for the rest of the songs on 
Jill Sobule, her self-titled second 
album. Believe me, after that

first single, I was ready to write 
her off, but there’s more to Jill 
Sobule than “I Kissed A Girl.” 

For one thing, besides being a 
quirky songwriter, Sobule is also 
a compelling storyteller. Weaving 
sweetly-sung tales about love and 
frustration around her guitar 
playing, many of her songs are 
inspired by the misadventures of 
others. They entertain a delightful 
voyeuristic quality. 

Examples of this abound on 
this album, such as “Margaret,” a 
tale about a girl Sobule went to 
Catholic school with, who later 
turned out to be a pom star. 
Another is the rollicking “Karen 
By Night,” which recounts the 
double-life of a seemingly conser¬ 
vative woman Sobule worked for 
in a New York City shoe store. 

Others are more introspec¬ 
tive. “The Jig Is Up” is a hope¬ 
ful lament written during a 
rather down period for Sobule, 
shortly after she was unceremo¬ 
niously dumped from her first 
record label a few years ago. 

Considering the ups and 
downs this thirtyish songwriter 
has endured, perhaps it’s not 
surprising that one of the songs 
she does live in concert is a 
“Baltic folk” cover version of 
Gloria Gaynor’s “I Will 
Survive.” That alone may be 
worth the price of admission. ▼

alifornia is about to be 
invaded by another per¬ 
former from our great 
neighbor to the north, 
Canada.

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Unmitigated Truths 


In the Company Of My Solitude, 
American Writing From The 
AIDS Pandemic edited by Marie 
Howe and Michael Klein; 

Persea Books, $14.95

f you’re anything like me 
(jaded, dilapidated), you’d 
rather set your hair on fire 
than read another book 
about AIDS. Ten or so years 
ago I wrote an essay for a 
Chicago paper that essential- , 
ly reviewed every book about 
AIDS then available in the I 
U.S. That would be impossi- 
ble now, even for a deter- 
mined masochist. But the [_ 
problem isn’t the number of 
books; it’s the disease itself. 
How much more can anyone 
bear to hear? The reality is so 
overwhelming, so all-encom¬ 
passing, that the most tempting 
refuge is sheer denial. Please. 
Not another word. 

In light of these sentiments, 
the new anthology In the 
Company Of My Solitude: 
American Writing From The 
AIDS Pandemic is not an easy 
book to endure. I had to force 
myself to finish it. Each essay 
required coming to terms (again 
and again) with the articulate 
horror of this disease, the devas¬ 
tation and loss, the hopes aban¬ 
doned, the grief. 

Articulate horror? The irony 
here is that this anthology is so 
hard to read precisely because 
it’s so good. The contributors 
cover the spectrum, but virtually 
every essay is vivid and person¬ 
al. There’s almost no fluff or 
preening. Just the bare human 
facts of what AIDS means to 
those who suffer it: the caretak¬ 
ers, the mothers and lovers and 
friends of the dying, the dying 
themselves. Several contribu¬ 
tors - Iris de la Cruz, Melvin 
Dixon, Robert Massa, Paul 
Monette, Marlon Riggs - are 
already dead, which makes their 
writing even more harrowing to 
read. Oddly, it also enforces 
what we already know: “We are 
all in this together.” 

Some of these essays are par¬ 
ticularly strong. Harold 
Brodkey’s stark announcement 
‘To My Readers” from the The 
New Yorker is reprinted here. 
It’s an astonishing literary per¬ 
formance that concludes with 
the words, “Really, I can say 
nothing further at this point. 
Pray for me.” Its shock is undi¬ 
minished. Mark Matousek’s 
“Savage Grace” is utterly unre¬ 
lenting. This is the second essay 
I’ve read by him (the other is 
included in Brian Bouldrey’s 
Wrestling with the Angel), and 
again I’m struck by the force of 
his writing. Reading Matousek 
is like exposing a nerve. He 
repeatedly refers to spirituality 
(“the S word”) and writes from 
within that struggle: “Is it spiri¬ 
tual, or simply wise, to admit 
you’re already broken? Thanks 
to HIV, I have come to live with 
this fact completely.” So he 
says. But his fury at such “bitter 
wisdom” is palpable. 

Patrick Hoctel’s “A Beautiful 
Day in the Week” perfectly 
expresses the tedium, the sor¬ 
row and the inadvertent humor 
of living with someone who is 
dying of AIDS. More mysteri¬ 
ously, he also captures the gen¬ 
tle haunting that happens after 
they’ve gone. How many of us 
continue our friendships with 
the dead in our dreams, or sim¬ 
ply at the back of our minds, 


observes Paul’s lovers come and 
die. I didn’t exactly hate this 
piece, but it does succumb to the 
sentimentality which inevitably 
attends any story about one’s 
pet. 

There are also a few essays 
(fortunately very few) that set 
one’s teeth on edge. But these 
people are writing out of pain. 
There’s something obscene 
about attacking them for sound¬ 
ing arch, evasive, or even stu¬ 
pid. They shall go unnamed. 

Like any homo, I imagine a 
time when AIDS will be history, 
just one more bloody episode. If 
that time ever comes, books like 
this will prove invaluable, for 
they have witnessed what we’ve 
lived through. In the meantime. 
In The Company Of My Solitude 
reminds us of what we are living 
through - even if we’d rather 
forget. “You, then,” writes 
Melvin Dixon at the end of “I’ll 
Be Somewhere Listening for 
My Name,” “are charged by the 
possibility of your good health, 
by the broadness of your vision, 
to remember us.” ▼

man returns to his Baptist 
hometown in Texas. 
“Luke had sprung the family 
trap. He’d eaten oysters with 
rich socialists, worried over the 
right slang equivalents in 
English to French obscenities” - 
but now, HIV positive, he wor¬ 
ries he might find himself at the 
mercy of his born-again rela¬ 
tives. “He was offended that a 
virus had been permitted to win 


an argument. ...He’d cast aside 
all the old sins, lived freely - but 
soon Beth could imagine he was 
having to pay for his follies with 
his life.” 

The virus overshadows many 
of the heroes of Skinned Alive, 
Edmund White’s new collection 
of stories, but never over¬ 
whelms them. The loss of 
friends and lovers colors these 
stories, but White uses the mood 
to invoke what was important or 
stimulating in these relation¬ 
ships in the first place. In doing 
so, he has given us his most 
revealing “autofictions” 

(White’s term) yet. In the title 
story, he explains the appeal of 
his life abroad: “I didn’t know 
how to explain that now that so 
many of my old friends in New 
York had died - my best friend, 
and also my editor, who was a 
real friend as well - I preferred 
my playpen, where I could be 
twenty-five again but French 
this time.” 

Reveling in his role of 
French brat, White gives us 
fiendish portraits of Parisian 
lovers, reminiscences of adoles¬ 
cent lust and an amused look 
back at his youthful naivete in 
early-’60s New York. Though 
several of these stories have 
been published before, in the 
collection with British author 


Adam Mars-Jones, A Darker 
Proof, and in the Men On Men 
series, presenting them in a sin¬ 
gle volume reestablishes 
White’s mastery as a fictionist. 
These pieces also whet the 
appetite for his forthcoming 
Farewell Symphony, the final 
installment in the trilogy of nov¬ 
els begun with A Boy’s Own 
Story. ▼

month or two ago, after 
two different lesbian 
presses made the same 
inexcusable error, id est, 
spelling the past tense of the 
verb to lead as 1-e-a-d rather 
than 1-e-d, I decided that I was 
going to pay more attention to 
grammar in the books that I 
reviewed. I realize that good 
writers make choices about their 
characters and the ways in 
which those characters speak, 
but when all of the characters in 
a particular novel make the 
same grammatical errors, we are 
no longer talking about style. 


we are talking about sloppy stu¬ 
pidity. 

For example, in Laura 
Young’s altogether execrable 
novel. There Will Be No 
Goodbyes, all of her characters 
regularly misuse the object pro¬ 
noun (viz. “between he and I”). 
As for punctuation. Young 
seems to have developed a new 
punctuation mark, the ornamen¬ 
tal comma, which she sprinkles 
liberally throughout her text. 

To make things worse, the 
entire wretched novel is written 
in the present tense, creating a 
sense of static, nay frozen, 
immobility. I know Naiad has 
editors - my question is, what 
do they do? 

But what about plot, you 
want to know, what about char¬ 
acter, what about theme? There 
are many, many events (Liz, a 
radio news reporter whose best 
friend Chris is dying of AIDS, 
has to deal with homophobia on 
the job and a relationship with 
Kate, who won’t discuss her 
past, but when she finally does it 
turns out that Rachel broke up 
with Kate in order to have an 
affair with her [Kate’s] father so 
that Rachel could get a good job 
at dad’s company and, oh yes, 
there are shotguns and fires and 
medical breakthroughs and slap¬ 
ping and, oh god, it just goes on 
and on), but even those that are 
not pointless are never interest¬ 
ing. 

The characters, some dying, 
some not, are all dysfunctional 
(and I mean that in the tritest 
possible way) but essentially 
indistinguishable from one 
another. Young seems to be in 
favor of love and opposed to 
hate, but I’m not at all sure those 
beliefs alone are the stuff of 
great fiction. 

There Will Be No Goodbyes, 
indeed. Well, there should be. 
Goodbyes, I mean, and specifi¬ 
cally to this dreadfully written 
novel. V

Kitt (no fool she) decides to stay 
in LA, while Laney and Tess get 
to brave the cold and the homo¬ 
phobia of Michigan’s Upper 
Peninsula. Odd things are hap¬ 
pening, though, that may be 
simple rural hostility to these 
urban dykes...or something a 
lot more sinister. 

Before the plot thickens (sus¬ 
pense and danger galore), how¬ 
ever, we get to see two women, 
for whom money is no object, 
plan a dyke paradise. I found 
myself thinking of all the les¬ 
bian events I’ve been involved 
in and all the time we spent des¬ 
perately trying to do something 
on no budget at all. What fun, 
then, to watch selections being 
made for reasons other than 
finance. 

Schmidt does a fine job cap¬ 
turing the joys (and agonies) of 
process, although I could do 
with lots fewer references to 
AA and higher powers, as Tess 
and Laney try to come to unan¬ 
imous decisions. And when the 
hostility in the town becomes 
overt, and deadly, the book 
takes off in ways suspenseful 
and frightening. Cabin Fever is 
a very entertaining read and a 
terrifying look at the politics of 
hate. 

(Note to Naiad editors: peers 
are equal, so the reference to 
“equal peers” is redundant. 
Also, what is a “Cassock hat”? 
A cassock is a long garment, 
usually black, worn by the cler¬ 
gy. Did you in fact mean 
“Cossack hat”?) ▼

11 right. I have nothing 
bad to say about this 
film. This, for a flick 
H t h a t doesn’t include a 
single man being kissed, cock 
being sucked, or ass being 
fucked. Wrestle (Greenwood/ 
Cooper Homevideo), unlike so 
many other films of the ever¬ 
growing pom genre, is actually 
truly erotic. 

Cinematically, it’s beautiful 
throughout. The editing is tight, 
and the camera maintains the 
right distance from the action in 
every scene. The lighting is 


excellent, seductive even, and 
the sets are staggering. Unless 
I’ve been duped, these are real 
Greek-era ruins, mosaic floors 
and ancient baths. And the boys 
(no matter how old these guys 
are, they exude boy-feel 
throughout) are sexy without 
having LA gym bodies and 
Venice Beach hair. 

There are no stars in Wrestle, 
and for once, you get to see male 
sex versus Donny Russo sex. 
Nor is there any time spent pos¬ 
ing, for the action is about men 
fighting for physical dominance. 

Wrestle begins with a detailed 
passage about Greek wrestling. 


It’s forgettable, but it does testi¬ 
fy to the interest the director had 
in making this film. Then we see 
the interior of an old Greek bath¬ 
house populated with boys in 
loincloths on the old pool’s 
ledge. Two boys begin splashing 
each other in the water. Next, 
they wrestle in the large bath. 
You start to wonder why you 
haven’t fucked around in the 
bathtub lately. Dripping wet, the 
boys look surprisingly vulnera¬ 
ble, thus quite sexy. 

After showing a man relax¬ 
ing in a cascade of water from 
above, the film continues with 
two more wrestling bouts: one 



where the boys wrestle on a mat 
and another where they wrestle 
while standing up in an amazing 
rotunda with a spectacular tiled 
floor. The wrestling is so con¬ 
vincing that I wouldn’t be sur¬ 
prised if the director researched 
this subject in detail prior to 
making this film. 

Wrestle isn’t just for 
wrestling fetishists. It’s worth 
renting because it’s truly erotic. 
It sets your fantasies in motion. 
If you’ve never kissed the soft 
skin of a man’s ass or smelled 
the seductive scent of his ass¬ 
hole, this film makes the argu¬ 
ment to rush out and do so. ▼

Lesbiot: Israeli 
Lesbians Tell Their Story 
edited by Tracy Moore; 

Cassell Publishing, $16.95 

I n recent years, the prolifer¬ 
ation of specialty antholo¬ 
gies (both in fiction and 
non-fiction categories) has 
guaranteed that many sub¬ 
groups within the lesbian com¬ 


munity have begun getting the 
recognition they deserve. Both 
Lesbiot, editecl by Tracy Moore, 
co-founder of the journal 
Common Lives, Lesbian Lives, 
and Sharon Lim-Hing’s The 
Very Inside are worthy examples 
of this publishing trend. 

Lesbiot collects the life sto¬ 
ries of 21 contemporary Israeli 
lesbians, ranging in age from 20 
to 70. Through personal testi¬ 
monies of women like Naa’ama 
Shapiro and Chaya Shalom we 


learn about kibbutz life, poli¬ 
tics, and religious life. From 
Bat Miriam, even what it’s 
like to live openly as a les¬ 
bian mother married to the 
father of her children, a gay 
man. 

Although the situation 
for gays has improved 
since these slightly outdat¬ 
ed accounts were given in 
1988, the hope in and love 
for Israel and other women 
still makes Lesbiot a shin¬ 
ing example of interna¬ 
tional lesbian life.

An Anthology of Writing 
by Asian and Pacific 
Islander Lesbian and 
Bisexual Women 
edited by Sharon Lim-
